SEVERAL  VICTORIES  WON 

BY  ROYAL  FLYING  CORPS 


Unsuccessful  Attempts  Made  Against   French   Positions 
South  of  Somme  River — Enemy  Trench  Cleared  .    . 
Near  Soissons — Germans  Report  British 
Repulse  in  Fromelles  District 


LONDON.  July  22.— The  U«rinana  In 
an  attack  on  the  Britlah  northern  edga 
of  the  L«lpzic  aallant  aucceadcd  on 
Krlday  In  ocuupylnjf  Brldsh  front 
tranchea,  but  later  were  driven  out, 
accurdluK  to  the  Brltlaii  communica- 
tion iaaued  ut  midnight.  Ulaewhere 
along  the  Britlah  front  comparative 
calm  prevailed.  The  atatement  f  ol- 
io wa: 

"Kxcept  for  local  encounters  there 
haa  l>een  a  comparative  lull  In  the 
main  battle  area  today,  and  there  haa 

fttttni  alnca 
the  laat  report. 

"The  enemy  made  a  bombing  attack 
on  the  northern  edge  of  our  poaltlona 
In  the  Lelpzlc  aullent  and  aucceeded  at 
one  point  in  entering  our  front  trench* 
ea,    but  at   unce   waa   driven   out. 

"Taking  advanuge  of  the  ttne  wea- 
ther, the  Royal  Flying  Corpa  contin- 
ued ttielr  bombing  operatlona  agalnat 
polnta  of  military  Importance,  with 
•ucceaaful  rcaulta.  The  hoatlle  air- 
craft were  Inactive  until  evenlpg.  when 
a  good  deal  of  fighting  took  place  b 
bind  the  German  Unea.     One  of  our  o

fensive patrola  encountered  eleven  Qer- 
man  machlnea.  and  aa  a  reault  three 
German  machlnea  were  ahot  down,  one 
bursting  Into  flames. 

"Another  encounter  between  four  of 
our  maoblnea  and  six  of  the  enemy 
lasted  46  minutes.  One  ,fokker  was 
then  shot  down  and  another  badly 
damaged.     The  remainder  fled. 

"During  otlver  air  combats  a  flfth 
German  machine  wua  forced  to  the 
ground.  Our  total  loas  during  the  day 
was  one  machine. 

"It  has  now  been  eatabliahed  that  the 
•namy'a  aaaault  on  July  II  on  the  Bel- 
villa  wood  area,  over  a  front  of  2,000 
yards,  was  made  by  at  least  thirteen 
battalions,  drawn  from  four  different 
front  divisions.  The  enemy's  losses 
were  correapondingly  great."

The  aftarnoon  statement  aaya: 

"Korth  of  the  Sonime  the  battle  con- 
tinues without  intermission  between 
the  t'tl^pt^c  redoubt  on  the  west  and 
Delvilla  wood  on  the  eaat. 

"North  of  the  Baxentln-Longueval 
line  tha  British  advance  haa  been 
puahed  to  the  Koureaux  wood,  from 
which  we  drove  the  >enemy.  During 
tha  night  the  enemy  counter-attacked 
after  an  intenae  bombardment  with  gax 
■hells  and  succeeded  in  effecting  entry 
Into  th«  northern  part  of  the  wood,  but 
failad  t*  dislodge  us  from  the  southern 
half. 

"Elsewhere   there   is   no  change."  •

PARIS,  July  21.— The  following  of- 
flclal  communication  waa  Issued  to- 
night: 

"There  is  nothing  to  add  to  the 
•tatament  of  this   morning. 

"A  German  aeroplane  this  morning 
droppad  several  bombs  on  Belfort.  Tha 
material  damage  was  Insigniflcant." 

Belgian  statement — "On  the  sectors 
■outh  of  Nieuport  and  around  .  Dix- 
mude  there  have  been  reciprocal  artil- 
lery acti'dir  of  slight  Intensity.  The 
BelglMt  batteriea  have  opened  a  de« 
•tructlva  Are  on  Oerman  works  at 
flteanstraata.

Tha  morning  statement  says: 

"The  night  waa  calm  north  of  the 
Bonune. 

"South  of  the  Somme  the  enttmy  yea- 
tarday  evening  delivered  a  counter-at- 
tack on  our  new  poaltlona  south  of 
Boyecourt.  The  battalion  which  led 
the  aaaault  was  caught  i^y  our  curtain 
of  flra  and  by  our  machine  guns,  and 
was  thrown  back  In  dlsordec  after  hav- 
ing   aUffered    great   loaaea. 

"In  the  region  of  Chaulnea  a  strong 
detachment  of  the  enemy  which  at- 
tempted to  approach  our  lines  south  of 
Maucourt  waa  repulsed  with  the  bay-

"Batwaan  Soissons  and  Rhelma, 
tiorthaaat  of  Vendreaae.  a  Wonch  r»- 
connoltrlng  party,  aaalatod  by  the  ex- 
plosion of  a  mine,  penetrated  a  trench 
of  tbe  enemy,  which  waa  cleared  out 
with  grenadea. 

"On  tha  Verdun  front  there  was 
Vraat  activity  of  tha  artillery  on  both

and  Fleury. 

"In  tha  Voagea.  after  a  violent  bom- 
bardmant,  an  attempt  waa  made  tiy  the 
enemy  without  succeaa  to  storm  our 
positions  north  of  Wiaaambach. 

"On  the  day  of  July  SO  and  during 
tha  night  of  July  tl-SS  our  aaroptana

"On  both  aidea  of  the  Somme  the 
enemy  yesterday,  as  waa  expected,  pre- 
pared to  deliver  a  main  blow,  but  It 
failed.  After  tbe  atrongeat  flre  prepar- 
ation over  a  front  of  40  kllometrea 
(about  27  miles)  attacka  were  made 
from  aouth  of  Poclerea  to  weat  of  Ver- 
mandovlllera.  More  than  17  dlvlalona. 
with  more  than  200,000  men,  participat- 
ed in  the  attacks. 

"The  result  of  the  enemy  attack  la 
—nan  fB«  nriit  linti.  or  tne  oermffn^dtvi- 
sloit  along  a  front  of  a^out  three  kilo- 
metres south  of  Hardacourt  waa  pressed 
back  from  Ita  foremoat  trenches  into 
the  next  trenchea,  lying  500  metres  be- 
hind, and  an  enemy  dlvialon  penetrat- 
ed Into  the  salient  of  the  little  wood 
of  VermandoTlllers. 

"On  the  entire  remaining  front  the 
onsets  broke  to  pieces  against  the 
death-defying  loyalty  of  our  troops, 
with  extraordinary  loaaes  for  the  en- 
emy. Up  to  the  present  seventeen  of- 
ficers and  1,300  men  have  been  cap- 
tured. 

"On  the  remainder  of  the  front  their 
la  nothing  special  to  report. 

"In  an  air  battle  a  hostile  aeroplane 
was  shot  down  and  shattered  south  of 
Pozieres,  and  another,'  northeast  of  Ba- 
pauma  fell  Into  our  hands." 

Then  follows  a  contradiction  of  the 
British  official  communication  of  Thurs- 
day sent  by  the  Pdlhdu  wireless  sta- 
tion that  one  battalion  of  the  119th 
Regiment,  consisting  of  1,100  men,  lost 
ISO  men,  and  two  other  battalions  of 
the  name  regiment,  each  more  than 
half  their  effective  strength.  The 
statement  declares  the  regiment  lost 
less  than  (00  men,  only  a  quarter  of 
the  British   allegation. 

The  British  press  bureau  appends  a 
note  tp  the  Oerman  communication, 
pointing  out  with  referanpe  to  the  lat- 
tar  portloa,  that  tha  Potdhv  meaaage 
mentioned  the  190th  Regiment,  and  not 
the  noth. 
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Outbreak  Starting  in  Opera 
House  Wipes  Out  Practically 
Every  Business  Place  on 
One  Side  of  Main  Street. 


COURTKNAY,  B.C.,  July  22.— Fire 
which  originated  in  the  opera  house  and 
waa  caused,  it  is  believed,  by  defective 
electric  wiring,  destroyed  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  business  section  of  Court- 
tenay  last  night.  Commencing  at  10:30 
o'clock  it  raged  practically  without  op- 
position for  three  hours.  Karly  this 
morning  recourse  was  had  to  dynamit- 
ing buildings  to  prerent  the  spread  of 
the  flames,  ami  at  1:30  o'clock  it  waa 
confidently  believed  the  flre  was  under 
control  and  the  balance  of  the  town 
aaved.  It  was  the  worst  flre  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  town.  Practically  every 
bualnesa  place  on  one  side  of  the  main 
street   was  wiped  out. 

Owing  to  the  almost  complete  lack  of 
flre  flghting  equipment  the  efforts  of 
the  townspeople  to  flght  the  flames  with 
bucket  brigades  proved  but  a  puny  op- 
poaltion.  Aa  a  laat  desperate  effort  to 
save  the  town  dynamite  was  used  and 
the  progresa  of  the  flre  waa  blocked. 
What  the  loaa  la  cannot  be  stated,  but 
It  will  run  to  a  considerable  flgura.

The  flra  was  flrat  noticed  in  the 
opera  houaa,  which  was  soon  a  maaa  of 
flamea.  I^nned  by  a  stiff  breexo  tba 
flsanes  sprSd  to  the  adjoining  buildlnga. 
all  of  frame,  and  In  an  instant  these 
were  roaring  furnaces  of  flre.  agalnat 
which  the  efforts  of  tha  flre-flghtera 
proved  of  absolutely  no  avail.  Kvery 
resident  of  tha  town  shared  in  the  flght. 
and  wklla  the  contents  of  some  of  the 
buildings  burned  were  got  out  the 
flamea  apread  so  rapidly  that  much  of 
the  stuff  was  burned  on  the  street.  At 
1:30  a.m.  the  flght  was  being  waged  to 
aave  the  Riverside  Hotel,  which  was  di- 
rectly in  the  path  of  the  flames,  but  in- 
tervening buildings  blown  up  by  dyna- 
mlto  stopped  tha  On.

WITH  THE  FRE.VCH  ARMY  BE- 
1-X)RB  PERO.NXE.  July  18.  via  London. 
July  21. —  (By  George  Lehir) — During 
the  past  few  days.  I  have  traversed  the 
whole  ant  heap,  visited  burrow  after 
burrow,  and  everywhere  have  been 
amaaed  at  the  magnlflcent  spirit  of  the 
men.  While  waiting  for  the  assault, 
the  pollus  are  serious  or  mad  with  en- 
thusiasm, or  serenely  calm — never  care- 
less and  laughing.  No;  It  Is  lA«lr' 
wonderful  calm,  their  total  fre«<toQV. 
from  nervousness  or  anxiety  t«at 
strikes  one  most,  and  the  aecret  of  thia 
calm  Is  confldence — absolute,  complete. 
spontaneous  confldence  begotten  and 
fostered  by  the  roar  of  our  artillery. 
For  ty  nothing  so  much  as  the  thunder 
of  our  own  cannonade  la  the  infantry- 
man's heart  gladdened,  his  certainty 
of   victory  assured. 

In  the  tumult  of  the  Krench  artillery, 
the  German  response  goes  unnoticed.  It 
Is  the  "artillery  preparation  for  the  at- 
tack" that  la  now  \n  progress,  and  that 
means  that  our  soldiers  can  see  around 
them  ruined  trenches  and  uptorn  shel- 
ters that  recently  were  strong  fortlfl- 
cations,  constructed  according  to  the 
most  efficient  principles  of  modern  war. 
rrenoli   rira   Vabearabls  . 

The  best  possible  evidence  of  our 
bombardment's  success  is  given  by  a 
Oerman  who  experienced  it — a  Bavarian 
flrst  lieutenant  found  this  morning  by 
a  reconnalMsance  party  near  La  Maison- 
ette. Evidently,  he  had  crawled  for- 
ward from  his  own  trenches  when  the 
French  flr«J  became  unbearable,  but  he 
was  so  utterly  unnerved  that  at  flrat  he 
was  unable  to  speak  coherently.  HIa 
clothing  was  just  a  maas  of  mud,  and 
the  contusions  covering  his  body  bore 
witness  to  the  truth  of  his  atatement 
that  he  was  frequently  half  burled  by 
exploding  shells.  Later  on,  when  he 
had  recovered  somewhat,  he  declared 
that  he  had  been  a  student  at  Jtena 
Uniyersity.  and  said   in  good  French: 

'My  regiment  was  holding  a  strong 
system  of  trenches  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Somme,  just  across  from  Peronne. 
near  Four  de  Paris,  bordering  the 
Sbmme  Canal  our  positions  were 
dominated  by  the  slopes  of  the  Blachea 
plateau,  where  the  French  are  now  in- 
stalled, and  bounded  on  the  other  aide 
by  the  impasaable  Somme  marahes. 
For  alx  days  and  nights,  we  were  ex- 
posed to  the  unremitting  French  can- 
nonada  1  had  experienced  bombard- 
ments before  that.  The  smoke  was  so 
dense  that  It  waa  almost  Impossible 
to  mark  where  the  ahells  were  falling. 
All  we  saw  was  a  dark  cloud  Inter- 
spersed  with  red,  green  and  yellow 
flashes. 

"Once,  just  before  twilight,  yester- 
day, there  was  a  momentary  lull,  and 
I  caught  a  glimpse  of  our  surround- 
ings. The  effoct  waf  extraordinary. 
The  earth  literally  had  sunk  over  a 
wide  area,  actually  flattened,  aa  with  a 
gigantic  hammer,  by  shells  falling  ao 
ccntiauously  that  the  holes  merged  into, 
one  vast  baain.  A  proof  of  the  lowered 
level  was  that  1  perceived  that  water 
of  the  canal  had  filtered  In  and  waa 
forming  a   regular   lagoon.

PETROORAD,  July  18.— (Special  to 
The  liondon  Dally  Chronicle) — One  re- 
markable advantage  BrusllofT  haa  gain- 
ed by  maintaining  an  ofTenslve  on  a 
very  broad  front,  and  that  la  unfailing 
elasticity.  His  army  advances,  seizes 
prisoners  and  territory,  and  then,  hav- 
ing compelled  the  enemy  to  concentrate 
reinforcements  on  a  given  front,  stops 
for  a  while  to  fortify  an^  reorganize. 
Then  the  tale  is  at  once  -  tak«n  np  by 
another  army,  and  so  no  rest  la  given 
to  the  enemy. 

General  Lash's  advance  to  the  Stok- 
hod  cauaed  the  Germans  to  concentrate 
large  forces  before  Kovel.  under  the 
command,  it  is  reported,  of  Field  Mar- 
shal von  Mackensen.  For  aome  daya 
the  Russian  offensive  against  Kovel 
haa  been  at  a  standstill,  and  now  aud- 
denly  General  BakharafTs  army,  which 
occupies  the  front  near  the  '  Gallclan 
frontier,  has  begun  a  fresh  advance. 

The  small  breach  reported  yesterday 
southeaat  of  Svlniusky  has  been  widen- 
ed, and  on  the  Lower  Llpa,  where  the 
Austrian  couiKer-attacka  have'  been 
eapaclally  persistent,  the  Rusalans  are 
now  ateadily  advancing.  The  direction 
of  the  advance  is  towards  Vladimir. 
Volynaki  and  Sokal,  which  Involves  a 
double  menace  to  Lemberg  from  the 
north. 

Ruaslan  cavalry  hava  crossed  the 
main  Carpathian  range  in  Southwestern

Troops  Ffpm  France's  Pos- 
sessions Abroad  Do  Effec- 
tive Work — Prisoners  Taken 
Who  Came  From  Verdun. 


PARIS.  July  21. — French  colonial 
troops  played  a  conspicuous  part  in  >— e 
latest  offensive  along  the  River  Bomma. 
Immediately  before  the  action.  Lleut.- 
Col.  L.  told  his  men  they  would  hava 
to  measure  arras  with  a  powerful  and 
well-armed   enemy,   but  he  said: 

"But  I  have  seen  you  at  work,  and 
know  I  can  count  on  you.  Good  luck, 
ft)rward!" 

Not  long  afterward  Lleut.-Col.  U's 
men.  In  an  impetuous  assault,  captured 
tlttee  iniefl  of  tlerman  trenchea,  19  ma- 
chine guna  and  mora  than  five  hundred 
I>ri80nera. 

Not  far  from  Belloy-en-8anterre  'an 
officer  of  the  colonial  troops  was 
wounded  in  the  head.  Almost  blinded, 
he  turned  toward  his  men  and  aaid 
simply:  .  "Avenge   me!" 

At  these  words  his  troops  went  at 
their  adversaries  with  the  bayonet,  and 
the  result  of  their  work,  says  an  eye- 
witness,  was   horrible.

German  Trenches  at  Gomme- 
court  Taken  at  Heavy  Sacri- 
fice and  Afterwards  Lost 
Through  Lack  of  Support. 


WITH  THE  BRITII;H  ARMIES  IN 
THK  MELD.  July  19,  vbi  London, 
July  21.-^(By  Philip  GibtM).— In  our 
creat  atUck  of  July  1  •ome  of  the  Lon- 
don battalions  again  showed  very  fine 
opurage  and  most  aelf-aacrlflcing  de- 
votion to  duty  In  the  hours  of  supreme 
ordeal.  They  broke  the  German  line, 
and  when  Ill-luck  beset  them  on  either 
side  so  that  they  found  themselves  In 
utterly  untenable  positions,  with  heavy 
losses,  they  held  on  stubbornly  against 
the  enemy's  counter-atuok  and  suffer- 
ed all  that  Irar  can  make  men  suffer 
with  atoic  endurance. 

These  men  belonged  to  old  volunteer 
regiments,  famous  in  times  of  peace, 
when  once  %  year  the  young:  city  clerks 
and  professional  men  took  a  fortnight's 
leave  at  Easter  for  manoeuvres  on 
Salisbury  Plain,  but  even  when  the 
volunteers  changed  their  form  Into  ter- 
ritorials and  tightened  up  in  discipline 
no  man  guessed  that  before  a  year  or 
two  had  passed  the  Queen's  West- 
minsters would  be  flghting  through  hell 
Are  in  France,  or  that  the  "Old  Vies," 
the  Queen  Victoria  Rifles,  «o«M  bo 
smashing  through  the  German  barbed 
wire  under  machine  gun  Are,  or  that 
the '  Rangers  or  the  London  Rifle 
Brigade  and  the  London  Scottish  would 
be  crossing  ground  atrewn  with  dead 
and  wounded  In  a  storm  of  high  ex- 
plosives.

The  "Terriers"  were  not  thought  to 
count  for  much  by  military  critics  Who 
had  been  in  service  in  South  Africa. 
Well,  in  this  war,  the  Tcrritorhil  In- 
fantry and  Territorial  Gunners  have 
counted  for  a  great  deal,  and  during 
these  last  few  days  they  proved  them- 
selves once  again   great   soldiers. 

When  the  four  leading  battalions  left 
the  trenches  near  Gommecourt  at  7:S0 
after  the  great  bombardment  of  Ger- 
man positions,  they  had  a  long  way  to 
go  before  they  reached  the  enemy  front 
lines.  No  Man's  Land  was  a  broad 
stretch  of  ground.  400  yards  across  In 
some  places,  and  no  leaa  than  ZOO  yards 
at  the  narrowest  point,  but  they  ad« 
vance'd  behind  dense  smoke-like  clouds, 
which  rolled  steadily  towards  the  Ger- 
man trenches  and  kept  down  the  ma- 
chine gunners  In  their  dugouts. 

Unlike  the  experience  of  roost  of  our 
men  In  the  other  parts  of  the  line,  they 
escaped  lightly  from  the  machine  gun 
flre^and  their  chief  risk  was  from  the 
barrage  of  ebell  Are  which  the  enemy 
flung  across  No  Man's  Land  with  some 
intenalty.  But  the  Londoners  started 
forward  to  this  line  of  high  explosive*, 
and  went  on  and  through  at  a  quick  pacf 
In  open  order.  Men  fell  ifk  crossing  the 
open  groud.  caught  by  Aylg  bits  of  shell 
or  burled  by  great  bursts  of  high  ex- 
plosives which  opened  up  the  earth,  but 
the  others  did  not  look  back,  afraid  to 
weaken  themaelves  by  the  sight  of  their 
stricken  comrades,  and  at  a  great  pace, 
half  walking  and  halt  running,  reached 
the  German  lines.  It  was  no  longer  a 
syaten  of  trenches — It  was  a  sea  of 
earth,  with  solid  wavea.

But  the 
Londoners  sprang  up«n  them,  awept 
over  them  and  captured  the  front  net- 
work of  trenches  with  amaslng  speed, 
not  like  ateady-geiag  bualnese.  clow  and 
deliberate.

9ese  la  Batof  TtaM 
It  would  hare  taken  tbam  longer  to  walk 
from  Charinf  Croaa  to  »t.  ^aul'a  Church- 
yard, with  DO  Qormana  In  tha  way.  It 
waa  the  qulokaat  bit  of  work  that  has 
bain  doaa  by  any  (rocmaa  of  tbo  city. 
RIBamen  had  awarmad  .Into  (he  atrong 
point  on  the  left,  knocking  out  the  ma- 
chtno  guBi,  and  on  tbo  right  tha  London 
Scottlah  ware  holding  a  atrons  redoubt  In 
a  vary  uxly  corner,  of  tha  ground.  Kvery^ 
thing  had  been  won  that  had  baca  aaked 
to  win. 

It  waa  not  until  aome  boura  had  elapead 
that  tha  Londonera  knew  thay  ware  In  a 
death  trap  and  cut  oB  from  eaeape.  Ow- 
ing to  the  ireat  atrongth  of  tha  enemy  tu 
tha  right  aad  left  of  the  poattlen,  wharo 
thay  had  eoacantrated  niaaaaa  of  auna,  and 
where  ^e  ground  waa  mora  dlflleatt  to 
carry  tha  troope  on  either  aide  of  the  Lon- 
donera. In  aplta  of  heroic  courage  and  com- 
plete aelf-aacrlflca,  had  not  advanced  ao 
far.  The  Londonera  therefore  thrust  for- 
ward a  aallent  Into  tha  Oerman  llaaa  and 
were  oneloaad  by  the  enemy.  Behind  thaai, 
on  the  way  to  their  own  Unee,  tha  enemy 
barraga  waa  ataadily  becoming  mora  vio- 
lent, faaving  atoppad  other  attaeka  to  the 
north  and  south,  he  waa  new  able  te  eon- 
oentrate  the  Are  of  hia  guns  upon  the 
gronnd  In  tha  Loadon  area,  din  by  early 
aftaraaon  he  had  aniaaheg  our  treaalMs 
aad  commuBlcatloif  lines,  while  stilt  ning- 
Ing  out  a  Una  of  high  axplealvea  te  pre- 
vent anpporta  coming  up  to  the  men  who 
wore  In  tha  captured  aallent.  Thay  were 
cut  off.  aad  had  no  other  maana  of  reacua 
but  their  own  courage. 

Deaperata  efforts  were  made  by  their 
comradea  behind  to  aend  \.v  auppllea  of  am- 
munition and  other  meana  of  defenea.  Car- 
rying partlea  attempted  again  and  again  tu 
croaa  No  Man'a  Land,  but  Buffered  heavy 
caaualtlea  Aa  the  day  lengthened  the 
enemy  orgaalaed  a  aerlea  of  counter- 
attacka.  Their  gransdiara  ahowed  great 
courage  and  daring,  working  down  their 
communication  trenchaa  under  heavy  fire 
from  our  artillery,  and  even  creaaing  on 
tha  top  of  trenchaa  In  amall  groupa  until 
thay  were  cloee  enough  for  bomb-throwing. 
Other  partlea  came  down  on  the  left  flank 
of  the  Londonera  from  a  northern  peel- 
tlon  and  from  thia  plrcction  alao  a  very 
heavy  machine  gun  fire  began  ta  entllada 
f»  rlgemea.

On  the  right  tha  London  Scottlah  were 
holding  onto  thalr  redoubta,  building  bar- 
rloadaa  and  beating  off  the  Oerman  bomb- 
era,  but  aa  the  hours  paaaed  ammunition 
became  aearca.  Our  auppllea  of  bomba 
ware  almoat  estaauatad,  here  and  there 
quite  axhanated.  *  The  London  men  wen*. 
about  collecting  ~  Qarmaa  bomba,  and.  lor 
aome  time  thaao  aorvod.  bet  not  oaaugh 
could  be  found  to  maintain  an  effective  Ore. 
Tha  poaltlon  Itecame  more  ugly,  but  tho 
men  did  not  leae  heart.  In  thoae  houra 
there  ware  many  nea  who  ahewad  quall- 
tlaa  of  eourage  and  ware  great  eaptaiaa 
whatever  their  rank.  Oae  oSleor — to  men- 
tloa  ealy  one*— waa  aplendld  when  Ulnga 
were  at  tha  wi^rat.  Ho  had  takea  com- 
mand of  hia  compaay  when  hie  aeuior  of- 
flcar  waa  killed  In  the  flrat  asaaMll.  and 
kept  hia  man  In  good  heart,  ao  tha:  they 
could  organise  tha  dafcaca  agalnat  tha 
anemya  couater-attaoka  They  were  aur* 
rouaded  by  Oerman  grenadlera  and  suffered 
heavily  from  artillery,  machlaa  gun  and 
aalplng  Are.  The  number  of  wounded  In- 
croaaed  ataadily.  Bombing  partlea  fluag  all 
thalr  bomba  aad  thea  had  empty  haada 
and  ware  hopelaaa.  Not  many  rounda  of 
ammualtloa    were   left   for   the   rlflemea. 

After  that  there  would  be  ao  dcfeaee. 
But  the  officer  would  aet  give  way  tu  bope- 
laaanaaa.  Ha  rallied  alx  or  aevea  good  mea 
about  him.  and  ordered  the  others  te  re- 
treat with  tha  wouaded  and  take  thalr 
chaaee  aeroae  No  Maa'a  lAad,  while  be 
put  *p  a  last  aght.  With  hta  amall  head 
he  held  ea  till  all  but  twe  of  hia  mea 
were  killed.  He  waa  the  laat  to  leave, 
aad  by  a  miracle  af  luek  eame  keek  te 
hia  owa  Haas  uaweaaded.  eseopt  tor  a  few 
seeatebea.

The  Duke  of  Connapght.  Governor- 
General  of  Canada,  who  is  here  on  his 
farewell  visit,  spent  yesterday  ih  tak- 
ing an  informal  view  of  Victoria.  Early 
in  the  morning,  in  company  with  one  of 
his  aides,  he  set  out  from  Government 
Mouse  and  took  a  brisk  walk  through 
the  upper  part  of  the  city. 

Later  in  the  morning,  with  the 
Duchess  and  Princess  Patricia,  he 
motored  to  town.  About  noon  the  Gov- 
ernment Houae  car  drew  up  at  the  Em- 
press Hotel,  where  the  Dulu  and  the 
Princess  Patricia  alighted,  looked  over 
the  ground  of  the  hotel  and  then 
strolled  over  to  the  Parliament  build- 
ings. 

.  The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  golf  at 
the  Hatley  Park  golf  links  at  Colwood. 
The  whole  party  went  out  -In  motor 
cars,  and  after  His  Royal  Highness 
played  around  the  course  once  with  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  and  Lieut.-Col.  K 
A.  SUnton,  hia  military  secretary,  the 
party  went  over  to  Hatley  Park,  the 
residence  of  the  Hon.  James  Dunsmuir, 
where  they  had  afternoon  tea.  The 
evening  was  spent  quietly  at  Govern- 
ment Houae. 

Today  the  Governor-General,  with  the 
Duchess  and  the  Princess  Patricia,  will 
make  his  Arst  public  appearance  on  the 
present  visit.  This  morning  the  party 
will  visit  the  V.  A.  D.  Hospital  at 
Stadacona  Park.  In  the  afternoon  they 
will  attend  the  flower  fete  and  country 
fair  at  the  Oak  Bay  golf  links  In  aid 
of  the  Red  Cross.  During  the  after- 
nopn  there  the  Duke  will  inspect  the 
Victoria  BoyjBcouts  and  the  Girl  Guldeii. 

Preparations  are  being  made  for  the 
viceregal  party  to  attend  divine  aervloe 
at  Christ  Church  Cathedral  at  11  o'cloih 
tomorrow  morning.  It  la  not  yet  «no%vn 
what  membera  of  the  party  will  bo 
present  at  the  aervlce.  other  than  that 
there  haa  been  a  request  for  seating 
reaervatlona  for  aeveral  of   them. 

The|onl]^  change  In  the  programme 
announced  earlier  in  the  week  is  that 
the  party  have  post|>oned  until  Tuesday 
at  t  o'clock  their  visit  to  the  Mifitary 
Convalescent  Hospital  at  Esqulmalt.

ment to  be  made.  The  payment  to  Lls- 
nanti  was  in  pursuance  of  an  acree- 
ment  with  Allison  that  Llcnantl  should 
receive  a  part  of  the  money  which  Al- 
lison was  to  receive  from  Yoakum  in 
respect  to  'deals'  iq  which  they  were 
both  interested.  The  $30,000  order  in 
favor  of  McBain  was  (Iven  in  settle- 
ment of  a  claim  which  he  had  acainst 
Allison  not  connected  with  the  fuse 
contracts. 

"The  order  in  favor  of  Miss  Ed- 
wards was  a  voluntary  «ift  to  her  by 
Allison.  She  is  his  siner-in-law,  and 
had  been  from  infancy  a  member  of 
the  Allison  family,  and  for  thirteen 
years  Allison's  secretary,  and  the  gift 
was  made  in  recognition  of  this  and  aa 
a  provision   for  her. 

Were    Mot   Aware 

"According  to  the  testimony  of  Cad- 
well, he  did  not  know  that  Allison  was 
entitled  to  any  share  or  Interest  in  the 
commission,  and  the  evidence  estab- 
lishes that  neither  General  Hughes, 
General  Bertram,  Col.  Carnegie  nor  any 
member  of  the  Shell  Committee  had 
any  knowledge  of  the  arrangement  be- 
tween Yoakum  and  Allison  as  to  the 
commission,  or  suspected  that  Allison 
expected  to  receive  any  commission  or 
reward  on  account  of,  or  in  connection 
with,  the  contract  or  the  negotiations 
which  led  up  to  the  making  of  It.  On 
the  contrary,  Allison  gave  General 
Hughes  to  understand  that  in  all  he 
had  done  or  would  do  in  the  matter  he 
was  actuated  entirely  by  his  friend- 
ship for  General  Hughes,  and  that 
under  no  circumstances  would  he  take 
any  reward  or  commission  for  his  ser- 
vices." 

•raae  rnaa  Ooatvaet 

In  dealing  with  the  contract  for  grass 
fuses  let  to  the  American  Ammunition 
Company,  the  commissioners  further  re- 
mark: 

"Mr.  Cadwell,  who  controlled  the 
American  Ammunition  Company  by  him- 
self or  his  associates,  had  command  of 
sufficient  capital  to  provide  all  the  nnan- 
clal  resources  needed  to  carry  out  the 
company's  contract.  He  was  not  him- 
self a  manufacturer,  but  had  been  con- 
nected for  many  years  with  the  Stand- 
ard Screw  Company  and  other  manu- 
fscturing  establishments,  and  Col.  Car- 
negie was  satlsHed  from  his  interview 
with  him  on  May  14  of  Mr.  Cadwell's 
ability  to  organise  and  procure  the  effec- 
tive execution  of  the  work  of  manu- 
facturing parts.  Mr.  Cadwell's  plan  be- 
ing that  a  loading  plant  should  be  cre- 
ated by  the  American  Ammunition  Com- 
pany and  the  fabricating  of  parts  should 
be  let  to  sub-contractors.  Aa  to  the 
loading  plant.  Col.  Carnegie  was  satis- 
fled  with  the  competency  of  the  tech- 
nical assistant,  Mr.  Oladick.  Mr.  Cad- 
well was  connected  with  companies  al- 
ready engaged  In  executing  contracts 
for  the  BrlUsh  Government,  and  that  he 
was  entering  seriously  into  the  business 
of  carrying  out  the  contract  with  the 
shell  committee  Is  not  open  to  doubt. 
He  and  his  associates  appeared  to  Col. 
Carnegie  to  be  capable  of  carrying  out 
their  contract,  and  they  undoubtedly  In- 
tended to  do  ao. 

Wat  ''Maahrooai  Oovpaay" 

"The  term  'mushroom  company'  there- 
fore was  Inapplicable  to  the  Anterican 
Ammunition  Company,  as  it  was  to  the 
International    Arms    and    Fuse   Co. 

"It  is  true  that  the  American  Ammu- 
nition C(tnpany  failed  to  make  the  atip- 
ulated  dellverlea  It  was  boan4  to  A- 
liver  by  Aprtl  $0.  l»At.  Mt,sa4  time  and 
1,««$,««$  graae  fueea,  but  had  then  de- 
livered only  1,000  of  the  first  type  and 
160.000  of  the  second.  It  Is  only  fair 
to  add  that  this  plant  was  ready  to  be 
operated  Itefore  the  time  for  deliveries 
had  arrived  and  that  the  deliveries  were 
delayed  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  sub- 
contractors to  make  deliveries  aa  they 
had  contracted  to  do  and  owing  to  the 
dlffloulty  the  company  mat  with  because 
of  the  failure  of  the  furnished  fusea  to 
paaa  the  firing  teat,  the  reaaon  for  which 
bad  not  been  found  until  the  Inquiry 
bad  been  started.  The  failure  to  deliver 
cannot  be  attributed  to  any  lack  of  good 
faith,  or  in  recant  aMnths  at  all  events, 
for  want  of  eameat  afforCs  on  the  part 
of  the  eontraetora.  Wa  may  add  that 
these  dUScaltlaa  hava  alaea  beaa  orer- 
coma. 


which  waa  eatarad  lata  wlththa  Amer- 
leaa  AamaalUoa  Coapaay  waa  prom- 
ised or  paid  aay  aaa^  aad  so.  aa  Car  aa 
appears  froai  the  evMeoee.  bo  person 
eaeept  the  company  aad  Its  sbarebold- 
ers  h*Te  been  or  la  eaUtlad  to  any  In- 
terest In  the  contract  or  in  the  profits 
or  prospective  proflta  under  It,  and  we 
are  satisfied  that  BOlther  Major-Oeneral 
Hughes  oor  any  member  of  the  abell 
committee  haa  been  or  la  ao  enUtled  or 
was  prooalsed  or  paid  any  aneh  com- 
mission, reward  or  remuneration." 

Towar^  the  eonclusUm  of  their  re- 
port the  oemmlaslonera  again  refer  to 
thla  transaction  at   greater  length. 

"AfUr  having  given  the  matter  the 
gravest  consideration,"  they  say,  "we 
are  compelled  to  the  conclusion  that 
Allison's  explanation  cannot  be  accept- 
ed, and  to  find  that  whUe  profeasing  to 
be  acting  as  the  friend  of  Major  General 
Hughes  and  to  be  doing  what  he  did 
aolely  out  of  friendship  for  him  and 
without  expectation  or  Intention  of  re- 
ceiving any  remuneration  for  his  ser- 
vices, -  Alllaon  waa  Instrumental  in 
bringing  about  a  contract  in  which, 
through  his  agreement  with  Yoakum  of 
February,  iai6,  he  waa  pecuniarily  in- 
terested, with  the  knowledge  that  be 
would  be  entitled  to  share  equally  with 
Yoakum  in  any  benefit  that  Yoakum 
might  receive  from  commission  or 
otherwise.  We  only  have  to  add  that 
if  we  had  come  to  a  different  conclu- 
sion and  had  accepted  Allison's  state- 
ment, we  would  have  been  bound  to 
•ay  that  hia  conduct  in  Uklng  the  bene- 
fit of  the  agreement  as  to  the  commis- 
sion and  accepting  the  right  to  share 
in  it  equally  with  Yoakum  without  in- 
forming Major-Oeneral  Hughes  and  the 
shell  committee  and  obtaining  their 
consent  could  not  be  either  Justified  or 
excused."

The  commiaaloners  find  that  they  do 
not  agree  with  the  argument  advanced 
by  counsel  for  Mr.  Kyte  that  In  the 
placing  and  awarding  of  contracts  the 
waa  influenced  by 
Major-Ueneral  Hughea.  They  are  of 
the  contention  that  this  contention  is 
not  well  founded.  They  decline  to  be- 
lieve that  letters  written  by  Sir  Sam 
Hughes  to  Brigadier-General  Bertram, 
Khlcb  were  produced,  were  of  an  Im- 
proper  character. 

TlBM   maes 

In  regard  to  the  contract  with  the 
International  Fuse  Company  for  time 
fuses  at  $4.60,  the  commissioners  say 
that  the  evidence  establishes  that  no 
commission  was  paid  to  -any  one  in  con- 
nection with  the  contract.  They  think 
that  the  company  was  wrongly  described 
a»  a  "mushroom  company,"  because 
while  It  was  a  newly-organized  company 
which  failed  to  make  deliveries  on  time, 
"It  was  brought  into  existence  by  a 
group  of  men  of  high  standing." 

The  report  deals  at  length  with  the 
contract  with  the  American  Ammunition 
Company  for  graa^  fuses  at  $4,  which 
was  the  big  feature  of  the  Inquiry.  The 
commissioners  do  not  consider  that  be- 
cause the  Minister  of  Militia  signed 
the  contract  it  was  his  contract.  It  was, 
they  find,  the  contract  of  the  shell  com- 
mittee. The  prl<»  paid  to  the  company 
for  time  fuses  la  found  to  be  reason- 
able, but  in  the  opinion  of  the  commis- 
sion the  price  paid  for  graze  fuses  was 
excessive. 

Oonia  Xbts  BeoB  Hada  la  Oaaada 
The  report  deals  at  length  with  the 
discrimination  against  Canadian  manu- 
facturers, while  upholding  the  action 
of  the  shell  committee  in  regard  to  the 
letting  of  contracts  for  time  fuses.  The 
commissioners    add: 

"What  we  have  said  as  to  time  fuses 
doea  not  apply  to  the  grave  fuses.  It 
Is  undoubted  that  that  type  of  fuse 
could  have  been  produced  in  Canada 
within  the  time  required  by  Canadian 
manufacturers,  as  has  been  demon- 
strated by  what  they,  and  eapeclally 
the  Russell  Motor  Car  Company,  have 
since  done." 

Touching  upon  Col  Carnegie's  re- 
aponslbillty,  the  commissioners  say  they 
do  not  doubt  that  he  was  actuated  by 
what  he  rightly  deemed  to  be  the  ur- 
gent need  of  the  case,  and  that  nothing 
Which  is  said  by  way  of  crltlciam  is  in- 
tended to  reflect  upon  his  honesty  and 
integrity.  The  commlasloners  express 
the  opinion  thah  at  the  time  the  con- 
tract was  let  $3  would  have  been  a 
fair  price  for  graze  fuses  Instead  of 
$4.  The  loss  to  the  Imperial  Govern- 
ment however,  haa  been  minimized, 
however,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
through  failure  to  make  deliveries,  the 
contract  was  cancelled  and  the  price 
reduced. 

*a*  Baoaaao  of  Vresaora 

The  commissioners  think  it  regret- 
table that  Col.  Carnegie  did  not  inform 
the  other  members  of  the  shell  commit- 
tee of  the  fact  that  the  contracts  with 
the  American  Ammunition  Company  in- 
cluded ],««6,«M  fuses  of  a  kind  which 
could  have  been  produced  iii  Canada 
with  due  expedition.  The  commiasion- 
ert  are  not  inclined  to  think  that  the 
contracts  were  let  to  the  United  States 
firms  on  account  of  pressure  from 
"higher  up."  After  quoting  the  evi- 
dence on  this  point  given  by  Lloyd  Har- 
ris and  T.  A.  Russell,  the  commission- 
ers say  that  while  the  two  witnesses 
undoubtedly  reflected  the  impression 
made  upon  their  minds  by  what  was 
said  by  Brigadier-General  Bertram  and 
Col.  Carnegie,  there  waa  no  evidence 
that  such  pressure  had  been  used  by 
Mir  Sam  Hughes.

Reports  from  the  Western  battlefront 
continue  satisfactory.  In  their  desire 
to  nmke  Interesting  stories  the  press 
corrospondents  make  the  moat  of  any 
anxiety  that  may  be  felt  in  civilian 
quarters,  but  what  they  say  muat  not 
be  taken  too  seriously.  For  example, 
we  were  told  yesterday  that  there  was 
•ome  fear  In  Paris  that  the  progress 
of  the  French  had  been  halted  and  that 
a  return  to  trench  flghtlng  was  at  hand. 
The  inactivity  of  the  French  naturally 
caused  <i«ome  comment  They  had  ^c- 
eompllshed  much  In  very  gallant  style, 
and  because  they  did  not  keep  It  up 
some  'people  wondered  what  might  be 
the  reaaon.  The  explanation  la  now 
forthcoming  that  the  delay  was  due  to 
unfavorable  weather,  and  the  magni- 
tude of  tha  gains  elnoe  the  rain  ceased 
clearly  ahowa  that  our  Ally  contlnuea 
ready  to  press  his  advance  with  courage 
and  auccesa.  We  read  of  live  or  six 
miles  of  nrst  line  trenches  being  car- 
Mad.

The  Western  Canada  Irrigation  As- 
sociation will  be  In  session  at  Kam- 
loops  on  Tuesday,  Wedneeday  and 
Thuradity  of  next  week.  It  ia  likely  to 
be  a  very  Interesting  occasion.  The 
views  of  farmers  and  othara  aa  to  ir- 
rigation are  rapidly  broadening.  It 
was  at  one  time  reiflirded  as  an  ex- 
IMnaivc  neceaalty  for  certain  areas 
which  were  unfortunate  enough  to  ba 
deficient  la  annual  precipitation,  but  it 
Is  now  coming  *to  be  looked  upon  aa 
an  aid  to  agriculture  everywhere.  It 
took  a  long  time  to  teach  farmers  that 
under-draining  waa  necessary  or  real^ 
prolluble:  but  about  a  hundred  years 
ago  Its  importance  began  to  be  appre- 
ciated In  Kngland,  and  the  result  was, 
to  use  the  words  of  Mr.  Mechl.  a 
famous  authority  of  the  middle  of  the 
last  eantury,  "ts  ir  EnirUnd  had  risen 
a  aecond  time  from  the  aea  and  this 
time  in  a  more  southerly  latitude." 
Nature  by  no  roeana  always  does  the 
beat  In  the  way  of  reducing  or  supply- 
ing moisture,  that  Is,  so  far  as  the 
needs  of  civilized  mankind  are  con- 
cerned. We  have  developed  artlHctal 
condittona'  of  llfes  and  we  must  adopt 
artlUcial  'methods  of  securing  what  are 
needed  for  the  'most  profltable  yield  of 
the  producta  of  the  aoil.  Varmers 
everywhere  know  how  Important  It  Is 
to  remove  surplus  moisture  to  get  the 
heat  crops;  they  are  now  beginning  to 
leahfi  how  necessary  it  Is  to  regulate 
the  aupply  of  moisture.  Hence  irriga- 
tion Is  being  more  and  more  applied  to 
cultivated  lands  'that  are  neither  arid 
noV  scml-arld.  Between  irrigation  and 
dry  farming  not  only  Is  thi^  cultivable 
area  being  greatly  enlarged,  but  a  high- 
er standard  of  productiveness  la  being 
attained.  The  sessions  of  the  Associ- 
ation/mentioned Invariably  reault  In 
brtnKing  out  much  valuable  Information 
and  equally  , valuable  suggestions.  They 
have  a  marked  tendency  towards  bring- 
ing the  cultivation  of  the  soli  up  to 
the  level  of  a  business  calling:  they 
jdetnpnstrgte  the  folly  of  old  haphazard 
n^ethods  of  farming.  The  land  Is  the 
farmer's  capital  and  the  object  of 
skilled  agriculture  Is  to  ensure  the 
largest  possible  dividends.  Experience 
haa  demonstrated  that  one  of  the  sur- 
est ways  of  doing  this  ia  to  control 
and  regulate  the  supply  of  moisture, 
and  It  has  also  shown  that  It  Is  not 
those  who  farm  upon  dry-belts  alone 
but  every  person  who  Is  making  a  living 
from  the  soil  muat  give  the  queetlon 
serious  and  practical  consideration. 
Perhaps  there  la  no  part  of  British  Co- 
lumbia where  Irrigation  would  be  found 
more  profltable  than  In  the  vicinity  of 
Victoria.  We  have  an  abundance  of 
precipitation,  but  we  do  not  always  get 
It  when  the  crops  need  it.

The  matter  of  dredging  the  Victoria 
Arm  above  the  Gorge  Bridge  was 
brought  under  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  yesterday  and  It  was 
mentioned  that  the  oyater  beds  would 
prove  valuable  fertilizers.  There  Is  no 
doubt  at  all  about  this.  Mussel  mud, 
as  it  is  called.  Is  regarded  In  Europe 
and  ^ma  parts  of  Kaatem  Canada  aa 
one  of  the  best  matertala  wherewith  to 
li^creaae  the  productivity  of  the  soil. 
It  Is  certainly  to  be  hoped  that  nWan 
the  waterway  above  the  Oorge  Is 
cleared  the  thousands  of  tons  of  ma- 
tatial  that,  will  be  taken  out  will  be 
saved.  Whether  or  not  the  material 
can  be  sold  at  a  price  that  would  make 
the  dredging  profltahla  is,  of  course, 
secondary  In  importance  to  the  deepen- 
ing of  the  waterway,  but  the  value  of 
the  mussel  mud  to  the  farmers  ought 
not  to  be  los^^ight  of.

We  mentioned  a  week  or  so  ago  that 
strawberries  were  Just  comlnf  to  per- 
fection on  the  high  levels  at  Malahat. 
r.nd  suggested  thrfl  perhapa  the  berry 
seaaon  might  be  considerably  length- 
ened if  cultivation  were  extended  to 
altitudes  above  1.000  feet.  The  berries 
that  we  were  then  speaking  of  were 
grown  at  an  altitude  of  approximately 
1,400  feet.  Since  making  this  sugges- 
tion, we  have  received  a  box  of  ex- 
ceptionally fine  berries  from  Metchosin 
from  a  patch  that  was  In  bloom  a  few 
days  ago.  The  producer  of  them  aaid 
he  expected  to  have  strawberries  for 
sale  until  the  last  of  August.  The 
requisites  for  such  production  are  ahade 
and  plenty  of  moisture.  It  would  be 
unwisd  to  dfAW  a  general  conclusion 
from  a  few  Incidents,  but  It  seems  not 
improbable  that,  with  skillful  cultiva- 
tion and  the  utilization  of  the  higher 
levels,  our  strawberry  season  might  be 
made  to  extend  over  June.  July,  and 
August.  The  matter  Is  well  worth  look- 
ing Into.  That  a  late  P'all  crop  of 
berries  Is  commercially  possible  has  al- 
ready   been    demonatratod.

We  had 
30  deaths,  and  of  these  12  died  within 
twenty-four  hours  of  admission  to  hos- 
pital. During  the  year  the  operating 
room  suite  has  been  repainted  and  the 
skylight  floored  with  Klasa,  improving 
Kreatly  thp  sanitary  con<1ltlonB.  The 
elevator  shafc  and  a  number  of  the 
private  wards  and  corridors,  also 
kitchens  have  been  renovated.  The  cost 
of  the  alterations  for  one  of  the  pri- 
vate wards  was  borne  by  the  Red  Cross 
Club.  There  has  also  been  Installed  In 
the  laundry  a  new  boiler  to  replace 
the  old  one  and  In  the  kitchen  a  hot 
water  tank,  also  a  linen  cupDoard  In 
the  Nurses'  Home,  and  last,  but  not 
least,  screens  have  been  placed  on 
all  doors  and  windows  of  the  hos- 
pital by  the  Women's  Auxiliary.  To 
this  society  great  credit  should  be 
giveti  for  their  splendid  work  In  mak- 
ing supplies.  Including  the  much  need- 
ed dressing  gowns,  slippers  and  linen 
generally,  also  for  their  assistance  In 
buying  the  linen  and  household  sup- 
plies.

Flight  Sub.-Lieut.  Douglas 
Whittier  Met  Death  While 
Looping  the  Loop  in  Eng- 
land—Was Native  Son. 


Flight  Sub-Lieut  Douglas  Whittier, 
of  Victoria,  was  killed  last  Thursday 
in  an  aerial  accident  at  the  Isle  of 
Thanet,  Kent,  Kngland.  Conflrmatiun 
of  the  dispatch  published  in  yesterday's 
Colonist  was  received  yesterday  morn- 
ing by  relatives  in  the  city.  He  met 
death  while  looplng-tbe-loop  at  a  great 
altitude.  He  lost  control  of  his  machine 
and  it  fell  to  the  ground,  being  com- 
pletely   shattered. 

Lieut.  Whittier  was  the  only  son  of 
Mrs.  Whittier,  of  1242  Fort  Street,  and 
was  very  well  known  and  popular  in 
Victoria,  where  he  had  lived  since  his 
birth.  His  mother  was  in  Seattle  when 
word  of  the  accident  was  received  here, 
but  returned  to  the  city  yesterday.  He 
Is  a  grandson  of  Mrs.   Fred  C'arne,  sr. 

The  young  aviator  left  the  city  with 
one  of  the  first  parties  destined  for  the 
Curtiss  Aviation  School.  He  was  ac- 
companied by  Messrs.  Percy  Beasiey 
and  K.  MHCdoiiald,  both  of  whom  trans- 
ferred to  Dayton,  and  are  now  full- 
fledged  airmen.  Leaving  here  about 
twelve  months  ago.  he  received  his  cor- 
titioate  at  the  Curtiss  School  after  a 
short    course    of    instruction. 

After  qualifying  as  a  flight  sub-lieu- 
tenant, he  left  Canada  for  England.  He 
had  been  given  an  opportunity  while 
at  Toronto  of  learning  many  of  the  fine 
points  of  aviation  ami  had  extended  his 
studies  even  to  some  training  in  the 
manufacture  of  aeroplanes.  The  actual 
test  of  his  ability  was  passed  with 
honors,  for  he  graduated  from  his  class 
in  163  minutes,  which  was  at  the  time 
a   record   performance. 

Was   Proficient   Airmaa 

Lieut.  Whittier  had  been  In  England 
for  several  months  and  had  become  pro- 
flcient  in  the  art  of  flying,  having  had 
considerable  experience  In  France.  He 
was  stationed  for  some  time  on  the  Isle 
of  Wight,  although  when  last  heard 
from  by  friends  in  Victoria  he  was  in 
Scotland. 

He  was  horn  In  Victoria  24  years  ago 
and  was  educated  at  the  local  public 
schools,  where  he  became  identified  with 
athletics.  He  gained  many  close  friends 
In  the  city,  particularly  among  the 
younger  clement.  To  say  that  he  will 
be  greatly  missed  does  not  adequately 
express  the  sentiments  of  those  who 
knew  him,  for  his  fine,  manly  character 
and  engaging  and  cheery  personality 
impressed  everyone  whom  he  came  in 
contact  with. 

He  was  for  some  time  engaged  In  the 
Arm  of  Watklns  &   Hooper,  architects.  _ 

Besides  his  mother,  he  is  survived  by 
his  grandfather  and  several  distant  rel- 
atives.

"His  own  officers,  his  N.C.O.'s  and  his 
men  feel  the  loss,"  wrote  Capt.  L.andry.

and  consequent  removal  to  hospital. 
"The  Colonel  goes  around  with  a  down- 
hearted look,  as  Gus  was  the  making  of 
the  battalion.  Gus  was  second  to  no 
engineer  in  the  Canadian  army.  He 
worked  sixteen  hours  a  day  and  had  al- 
ready made  a  name  for  himself. 

"The  Brigadier-General  of  this  bri- 
gade said  that  Gus  was  the  only  real 
engineer  that  he  had  met  out  at  the 
front.  The  Brigadier  and  the  whole 
staff    regret    hie    absence." 

Capt.  Agnew  is  the  son  of  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Agnew,  of  Rockland  Avenue,  and 
was  born  in  Montreal.  He  was  educated 
at  the  Royal  Military  College,  King- 
ston, and  at  the  CrysUl  Palace  School 
of  Mining  and  Kngineering.  On  his  re- 
turn to  Canada  he  went  to  Prince  Ru- 
pert, where  he  was  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific and  laying  out  the  town.  He  was 
In  Victoria  two  years  after  that,  and 
Is  responsible  for  considerable  engineer- 
ing work  done  in  the  municipality  of 
Ksquimalt.  He  Joined  the  48th  Bat- 
talion soon  after  its  organization  and 
was    with    the    unit    till    wounded. 

His  wife  and  child  are  with  him  In 
England. 


MILITARY  NOTES 


After  a  trip  to  the  Vernon  concentra- 
tion camp  Col.  J.  Duff  Stuart,  D.O.C, 
returned  on  Thursday  with  H.R.H.  the 
Duke  of  Connaught  and  party.  He  re- 
received  the  Governor-General  at  the 
British  Columbia  mobilization  centre, 
where  the  former  Inspected  the  troops 
in  training.  Owing  to  the  fact  that 
many  men  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
order  enabling  them  to  leave  duty  for 
harvesting  purposes  the  nu,mber  which 
paraded  for  the  Duke  of  Connaught  was 
not  as  large  as  it  otherwise  would  have 
been,  but  the  review,  notwithstanding, 
was  imposing,  and  the  Royal  visitor  ex- 
pressed himself  aa  much  Impressed  with 
the  fine  physique  and  the  admirable 
steadiness  of  the  majority  of  the  sol- 
diers at  drilL 

As  the  D.O.C.  does  not  propose  recom- 
mending the  authorization  of  any  fur- 
ther battalions  In  British  Columbia  un- 
til those  now  recruiting  have  completed 
their  strength  It  is  not  considered  likely 
that  the  BOth  Regiment,  Gordon  High- 
landers, will  receive  the  permission  for 
which  it  has  been  waiting,  at  least  for 
some  weeks. 

There  still  are  vacancies  for  men  in 
the  Canadian  Army  Medical  Corps,  the 
strength  of  which  unit  was  seriously  de- 
pleted by  two  drafts  which  have  left 
recently  for  England.  Opportunities  for 
enlistment  also  are  presented  by  th* 
R.C.R..  Work  Point,  which  is  dispatch- 
ing a  draft  next  week;  by  the  Sth  Regi- 
ment C.G.A.,  Work  Point,  which  has  not 
yet  reached  strength  after  Its  contribu- 
tions to  the  I5th  Brigade,  C.F.A.;  by  the 
88th  Victoria  Kuslllers,  which  wants 
men  for  home  defence;  and  by  the  Sth 
Field  Company,  Canadian  Engineers, 
which  wants  men  for  special  overseas 
service.  There  should  be  a  place  for 
everyone  of  military  age  and  medically 
fit  somewhere  In  this  list  and  especially 
when  It  Is  remembered  that  l>oth  the 
143rd,  B.  C.  Bantams,  and  the  211st, 
Sesforth  Highlanders,  Sidney,  always 
are  prepared  to  welcome  recruits.

Moratorlnm  Aei  XaToked  to  rreraat  Xx- 

eeatloa  of  Judgment  Against  Owner 

of  Faadora  ATeane  Property 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Morrison  In  the 
Supreme  Court  yesterday  morning  an 
application  for  stay  of  execution  of 
Judgment  by  virtue  of  the  terms  of  the 
Moratorium  Act  was  made  by  Mr.  W.  J. 
Taylor,  K.C.,  representing  the  defend- 
ant In  Foster  vs.  Ooodacre,  an  action 
arising  out  of  the  purchase  of  some 
Pandora  Avenue  property  by  the  latter 
from  the  former.  Judgment  had  been 
secured  against  the  defendant  for  the 
remainder  of  the  moneys  due,  the  total 
amount  Involved  being  $32,000,  of  which 
$26,000  has  been  paid.  .Mr.  Taylor  stat- 
ed that  the  final  payment  had  not  been 
met  because  it  could  not  be  financed  by 
his  client,  the  present  conditions  being 
exceptionally  stringent.  He  thought 
that  the  protection  furnished  by  >  the 
Moratorium  Act  waa  properly  applica- 
ble. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Mayers,  for  the  plaintiff,  as- 
serted that  the  relief  legislation  could 
not  be  evoked  because  the  last  payment 
had  fallen  due  In  1913,  before  the  war 
started,  and  prior  to  the  passing  of  the 
legislation.  It  was  speculation,  he  con- 
tended. 

His  Lordship  observed  that  it  took 
two  to  speculate  and  that,  therefore,  his 
client   must   have  been  ao  engaged. 

It  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Mayers  that 
the  defendant  could  raise  the  money,  -i 
could  be  obtained,  he  remarked,  from  his 
father. 

Mr.  Taylor  aaserted  that  the  proper- 
ty now  was  not  worth  more  than  half 
the  cash  that  already  had  been  paid 
out  on  It. 

SUy  of  Judgment  for  six  months  was 
allowed,  it  being  understood  that  the 
plaintiff  could  apply  to  the  court  again 
at   the  expiration  of  the  period.

URGES  COMPLETION 
OF  CAR-FERRY  SLIPS 

Board  of  Trade  Passes  Reso- 
lution Recommending  Gov- 
ernment to  Make  Start  on 
Undertakings, 


The  report  of  the  liarbors  and  naviga- 
tion committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
advising  that  the  Government  be  recom- 
mended to  commence  construction  aa 
soon  as  possible  on  the  ferry  allpn  pro- 
vided In  the  plans  for  the  former 
Songhees  Reserve  railroad  terminals  and 
tha  new  Outer  Docks,  was  adopted  yes- 
terday at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  tha 
Board. 

The  report,  whlcli  was  accompanied 
by  a  plan  showing  the  proposed  develop- 
ment of  tha  former  Reaerv*  area,  gave 
a  comprehensive  outline  of  the  under- 
taking that  has  been  adopted  by  tha  Pro- 
vincial and  Dominion  Governments  and 
contained  a  number  of  suggestions  aa 
to  how  the  details  of  the  work  mlglil 
be  carried   out. 

It   said    In    part: 

"Your  committee  Is  pleasad  to  note 
that  this  plan  provides  for  a  car-ferry 
slip,  situated  between  two  wharves,  at 
tha  southwest  corner  of  the  former  re- 
serve, and  connected  with  common-usar 
rail  trackage,  which  will  ba  a>'aliabla  to 
any  railway  entering  Victoria. 

"Another  car-ferry  allp  ia  ahown  on 
tha  Dominion  Governmant  ocean  tlock 
plans,  at  the  _  outer  harbor,  togathar 
with  rail  connectiona  with  the  piera  un- 
der construction. 

"Tour  committee  attachea  importance 
to  these  two  car-ferry  alipa  as  providing 
a  means  of  transferring  cars  '  •tweea 
the  railway   terminals  and  ocean  docka. 

"This  plan  is  in  no  way  oppoaad  to 
tha  views  of  thta  Board  of  Trada  that 
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ceaaactlon  ahouM  ba  provldad  by  a 
ferklea  batwaan  tha  ocaaa  docka  and  tha 
Ballwax  tarminals,  but  thara  la  tha 
^uaattoln  of  coat  to  ba  considered,  and 
tha  coat  of  transferring  cars  by  farry 
would  ba  trifling  In  coaaparlaon  with 
the  ooat  of  a  aultablc  bridge. 

"Tour  commlttaa  la  tharafora  Im- 
»raaaad  with  tkla  plan  of  Initiating  boal. 
itaaa  batwaaa  Jamaa  Bay  and  tha  ocaan 
docks,  and  Victoria  Waat  and  tha  rail- 
way tarmlaala.  but  raallsing  that  a 
%rldga  for  genaral  tralBc  will  ba  eaacn- 
tlal  at  a  later  atap  of  development,  we 
racommend  that  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment ba  informed  of  tbeae  views,  with 
a  raquaat  that  tha  praaent  development 
ahall  not  contUct  with  auitable  bridge 
connection  with  the  ocean  docka  at  a 
later  data. 

"Tour  commlttaa  la  informed  that  the 
braakwatar  will  ba  complatad  about  the 
and  of  thia  ytar:  alao  that  tha  piara,  as 
ao  far  contracted  for.  will  probably  be 
flnlahad  about  March,   isiT. 

"It  la  daalred  to  call  attention  to  the 
large  numbar  of  Industrial  altaa  ahown 
on  tba  accomi>anylng  plan  and  tha  pos- 
albillty  of  eatabllahlng  imporunt  enter- 
prtaaa  tharaon." 

Commanting  on  the  rapert,  Mr.  F.  A. 
Paulina,  chairman  of  the  committee, 
atatad  that  aa  to  facilities  for  securing 
water  on  the  Reserve  area,  the  EsquU 
malt  Waterworks  Company  had  the  mat- 
ter In   hand. 

Mr.  A.  W.  McCUrdy  urged  the  immed- 
iate completion  of  the  two  seta  of  ferry 
slips.  Until  they  were  available,  Vic- 
toria could  not  hope  to  get  a  full  return 
from  the  money  spent  by  the  Dominion 
Government  on  outer  harbor  improve- 
ments. 

The  adoption  of  the  committee's  reso. 
lution  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Pauline  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  McCurdy,  and  was 
passed   unanimously. 
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Canon^  Cooper  Dies  -at — Sti 
Botolph's  Parish,  Lincoln — 
Came  Here  Witli  Bishop 
Perrin. 


Another  clergyman  who  (or  many  years 
was  ldentlfl«d  with  the  Anglican  Church  on 
Vancouver  Iiland  han  passed  away  In  ranon 
Charles  Edward  Cooper,  rsctur  ot  St.  Bo- 
tolph's, Uncoln.  He  died  while  in  oRIco 
and  the  funeral,  which  was  of  an  excep- 
tionally impressive  character,  took  place 
from  the  church  of  which  he  had  been  In- 
cumbent. Burial  was  made  in  Lincoln  at 
Canwick   Road  Cemetery. 

The  late  Canon  Cooper  first  came  to  the 
Ulouese  of  Columbia  with  Bishop  Perrin  In 
ltd  and  was  in  charge  of  various  par- 
ishes on  Vancouver  Island  for  some 
eighteen  years.  He  was  born  at  Islington, 
I.iondon.  England,  on  June  12,  1854,  being 
62  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  educated  at  Holbrook  Rectory  anl 
at  Bt.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  where  he 
took  his  B.  A.  in  1877,  the  year  he  wnj 
ordained  deacon,  and  his  M.  A.  In  1880.  He 
was  ordained  a  priest  In  1871,  both  ordin- 
ations taking  place  at  St.   Paul's.   London. 

His  flrst  Incu-mbency  was  at  Mllford,  Sur- 
rey, where  he  remained  from  1885  to  1890. 
Three  years  later  he  was  persuaded  by 
Bishop  Perrin  to  accompany  him  to 
Western  Canada.  As  soon  as  he  arrlvi-d 
here  he  was  placed  at  Northfleld  and  the 
following  year  was  transferred  to  Wellins- 
ton,  where  ho  stayed  for  four  years.  In 
the  year  1199  he  went  to  Nanalmo  for  a 
flve-year  term  of  office  and  built  up  a 
flourishing  parish  there.  His  work  smon:; 
the  boys  of  his  congregation  was  particu- 
larly notable  and  he  formed  a  Church 
Lads'   Brigade  and  a   Boys'   band. 

In  1906  he  accepted  the  rectorship  ot  St. 
Havlour's.  Victoria  West,  at  the  time  when 
it  was  military  church  for  the  district. 
He  was  chaplain  of  the  forces  stationed  at 
Bsqulmalt,  succeeding  Rev.  Mr.  Barber.  He 
was  In  charge  at  Bt.  Saviour's  u-nill  1911. 
He  was  scoutmaster  for  some  time  of  the 
Victoria  West  and  Eaqulmslt  Boy  Scouts. 

Canon  Cooper  was  chosen  In  1908  to  act 
as  delegate  to  the  Pan-Amei^can  Congress 
held  In  London  and  In  that  capacity  re- 
presented the  Diocese  of  Columbia.  He  was 
made  canon  la  1910,  when  Bishop  Perrin 
constituted  the  dtoeaia,  the  other  canons 
appointed  being  Canons  Leakey,  now  In  the 
diocese,  and  Canon  Silva  White,  ot  Sun- 
derland, England.  He  resigned  from  St. 
Saviour's  a  sJiort  time  before  Bishop  Perrin 
left  the  district  and  immediately  took  over 
the  parish  of  Bt.  Botolph's,  tha  adminis- 
tration of  which  he  was  engaged  in  at  the 
time   of   his   death. 

Canon  Cooper  was  a  man  of  great  fore- 
sight and  was  well  known  (or  his  organ- 
ising ability.  He  laid  the  foundations  of 
several  movements  that  have  since  his  de- 
parture developed  to  a  permanent  firm,  and 
by  these   he  will   long  be   remembered.

Although  there  is  marked  activity  in 
political  circles  in  Victoria  and  In  the 
other  cities  of  the  Province,  the  an- 
nouncement that  a  general  election  Is 
to  be  held  In  Septemt>er  dues  not  ap- 
pear to  have  created  any  exceptional 
excitement  In  either  South  Saanich  or 
the  Island  constituencies.  Politics  are 
not  discussed,  except  Incidentally,  "the 
war"  still  being  the  chief  subject  of 
conversation  among  residents.  Neither 
the  Conservatives  nor  the  Liberals  have 
arranged  for  public  meetings  anywhere 
on  the  Peninsula  or  on  the  Islands,  al- 
though it  Is  expected  that  the  cam- 
paign will  be  Inaugurated  by  both  aides 
at  an  early  date. 

In  the  adjacent  municipality,  among 
the  supporters  of  the  Government,  the 
utmost  confidence  prevails.  That  the 
Hon.  D.  M.  Eberts  wil  be  returned  by  a 
decided  majority  is  the  opinion  of  those 
who  are  in  close  touch  with  Uie  situ- 
ation. They  state  that  he  has  a  stronger 
bold  on  the  electurs  of  the  municipal- 
ity nuw  than  at  any  time  in  the  many 
years  during  which  lie  has  had  the 
honor  of  representing  them  In  the  Le- 
gislature. They  found  him  always 
ready  to  lake  a  chief  part  in  the  settle- 
ment of  their  problems,  and  he  haa 
never  lieen  loo  hu.'^y  to  listen  to  the 
many  grievances  and  worries  with 
whicli  the  people  of  different  parts  of 
Saanich  have  l)ccii  troubled.  Kur  these 
and  other  reasons,  the  candidature  of 
Hon.  .Mr.  Kberl.s,  It  la  asserted,  will  be 
most  popular,  and  all  his  old  friends, 
swelled  by  many  new  ones,  will  rairy 
to   his    banner. 

Mr.  K.  A.  Pauline,  the  Liberal  nomi- 
nee, ia  Haid  tu  be  a  comparative  stianger 
to  the  Sjaunlch  municipality.  He  en- 
tered the  fleld  months  ago,  and  yet, 
residents  complain,  has  kept  himself 
singularly  aloof  from  those  whose  fran- 
chise he  IntendH  soliciting  next  Septem- 
ber. They  are  at  a  Iosh.  It  is  atated, 
to  understand  the  ^tltude  he  has  as- 
sumed, and  arc  almost  one  In  express- 
ing the  opinion  that  he  will  And  diffl- 
culty  in  securing  mora  than  a  few  of 
the  old  guard  of  "hard-shelled"  Qrita  to 
atand  by  him  in  the  forthcoming  tight. 
Up  to  the  present,  no  sign  has  l>een 
given  that  he  Is  the  purty'a  representa- 
tive In  the  campaign  in  the  constitu- 
ency, and  the  voters  are  looking  forward 
with  a  feeling  of  curiosity  to  the  dis- 
closure of  his  plan  of  publicity. 

In  the  Islands'  constituency,  political 
conditions  are  similarly  at  a  standstill. 
In  Sidney,  the  principal  centre,  the  in- 
terest is  confined  to  the  military,  as 
the  mobilization  centre  is  situated 
there,  and  l.TiOO  or  more  troops  are  en- 
gaged in  training.  The  pending  gen- 
eral election  seldom  is  mentioned,  but, 
when  it  Is,  the  prevailing  sentiment  in 
that  Capt.  W.  W.  Foster,  their  repre- 
sentative In  the  late  legislature,  who 
now  is  serving  with  the  C.  E.  F.  In 
France,  will  have  no  trouble  In  being 
returned.

The  advisability  of  asking  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  tu  appoint  the  com- 
manding offlcern  of  the  various  Brit- 
ish Columbia  battalions  to  act  aa  com- 
missioners for  taking  affidavits  for  the 
men  In  their  unit  while  In  France,  Is  a 
matter  that  will  be  Introduced  at  tha 
next  meeting  of  the  council  of  tha 
Board   of   Trade. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  held  yester- 
day, Mr.  C.  T.  Cross  stated  that  the 
question  had  been  for  some  time  before 
the  Victoria  Real  Estate  Exchange,  and 
that  representatlona  had  been  made  to 
the  Premier  by  that  body.  In  re- 
sponse, the  Premier  had  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  appointment  of  the  of- 
flcers  as  commlssionera  would  be  un- 
necessary, aa  the  men  could  sign  their 
affidavits  at  the  offices  of  the  Agent- 
General,    Ivondon,    while   on    leave. 

This  reply  Mr.  Cross  considered  un- 
satisfactory, as  many  of  the  documents 
to  be  dealt  with  would  involve  Inaig- 
niflcant  sums  of  money,  and  would  not 
be  worth  the  men's  while  to  make  a 
special    trip  on   account   of   them. 

Mr.  Beaumont  Boggs  recailad  that 
over  30.000  men  had  enlisted  In  British 
Columbia,  and  that  it  waa  only  natu- 
ral that  a  great  many  who  had  gone 
to  the  front  were  involved  in  busineas 
affairs  that  might  periodically  require 
their  attention.  Business  was  being 
tied  up  In  many  cases,  he  nald,  simply 
because  It  was  Impossible  to  secure  the 
signature  of  a  man  who  was  on  active 
service.  It  would  be  a  simple  matter, 
he  believed,  to  have  the  commanding  of- 
flcers  of  the  various  units  made  com- 
missioners,-and  such  action  on  the  part 
of  the  Provincial  Government  should  b« 
urged.

Saoeeaeer    to    Hanaa    a    Themsea 
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Defective  Workmanship  on 
Oak  Bay  Avenue  to  Be 
Remedied  to  Satisfaction  of 
Owners. 


Following  conferences  extending 
over  tha  last  couple  of  years  between 
owners  of  property  along  Oak  Bay 
Avenue  from  Fort  Street  to  Foul  Bay 
Road  in  the  dispute  about  the  quality 
of  the  macadamizing  done  by  the  city 
on  Oak  Bay  Avenue,  City  Solicitor 
Hannington  has  drawn  up  an  agree- 
ment embodying  the  terms  which  both 
parties  aeem  willing  to  accept.  This 
agreement  passed  the  streets  commit- 
tee yesterday  and  will  be  presented  to 
the  property  owners  to  receive  tha 
signatures  of  at  least  three-quarters  of 
them. 

The  city  will  proceed  at  once  with 
the  work  of  repaving  Oak  Bay  Avenue 
and  will  ask  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature  for  an  act  validating  and 
conilrmlng    the    agreement. 

The  agreement  to  be  preaenied  to 
the   property   owners   follows: 

"1.  The  city  to  proceed  with  the  re- 
surfacing of  Oak  Bay  Avenue  from 
Fort  Street  to  Foul  Bay  Road  with  as- 
phaltlc  concrete,  putting  the  roadbed 
in  proper  condition  and  to  keep  the 
same  In  good  repair  for  a  term  of  ten 
ycara  from  the  completion  of  such  re- 
surfacing. 

"2.  The  expense  of  re-surfacing  and 
of  fiuch  repair  during  such  term  to  l>e 
borne  out  of  the  general  revenue  of  tha 
city. 

"3.  After  the  completion  of  auch  re- 
surfacing a  special  local  improvement 
assessment  roll  shall  he  prepared  to 
assess  the  the  actual  coat  of  the  origin- 
al work,  amounting  to  t4».58».S3.  to- 
gether  with  bank  interest  on  129.094  76 
(being  the  cost  of  the  work  exclusive 
of  $20,495.07  apenC  for  the  tar-macadam 
originally  laid),  auch  aaseasment  to  be 
an  equal  rate  per  foot  frontage  auffl- 
clent  to  defray  the  cost,  payable  In  ten 
annual    Instalments. 

"4.  One-third  of  auch  assessment 
shall  be  borne  by  the  city  and  two-

"t.  The  bank  Interest  on  aald  sum  of 
$20,495.07.  the  coat  of  the  original  Ur- 
macadam.  shall  be  borne  by  the  city 
out    of    general    reveune. 

"<.  The  first  annual  Instalment  of 
such  assessment  shall  not  be  payable 
before  March  SI,   1917. 

"7  Written  notice  will  be  aent  by  the 
city  clerk  to  the  various  owners,  show- 
ing the  respective  frontages  on  aald 
street  and  the  respective  assessments 
proposed  to  be  made  upon  their  reapec- 
tlv  lota  for  aald  work:  and  they  will  ba 
Invited  to  notify  the  aaaeaaor,  within

Many  Matters  Affecting  In- 
dustrial Progress  of  City 
Are  Discussed  at  Quarterly 
Meeting. 


At  yaaterday'a  quarterly  meetlns  of 
lb*  Board  of  Trade,  the  preiil'lent,  Mr. 
C.  H.  Lusrin,  save  a  comprehenalve 
review  of  aome  of  the  most  Important 
mattera  that  had  occupied  the  orsan- 
Isatlon'a  attention  durlns  the  paat 
three  montha. 

Before  Kolnsr  Into  detail  with  regard 
to  the  various  aubjecta,  he  exprenaed 
hla  appreciation  of  the  earneat  manner 
In  which  the  council  and  membera  of 
moat  of  the  commltteea  had  gone  about 
their  work  recently,  which  Indicated 
that  general  tntereat  In  the  board'a  af- 
faire waa  being  aubatantlally  In- 
oreaaed. 

Referring  to  the  reorganisation  of 
the  Retail  Merchanta'  Aaaoclatton,  he 
stated  that  plana  had  been  entered  Into 
for  the  amalgamation  of  that  body  with 
the  Board  of  Trade.  While  It  had  been 
found  that  some  of  the  functions  of 
the  two  aaeoclatlons  widely  differed,  he 
hoped  that  they  might  be  able  to  work 
in  unison,  although  not  actually 
united. 

Am  a  queatlon  that  might  advantage- 
oualy  be  taken  up  by  the  Board  of 
Trade.  Mr.  Lugrln  suggeated  the  pres- 
ent «ondltlon  of  the  Victoria  Arm  above 
the  Gorge  Bridge,  where  the  accumu- 
lated debris  and  oyster  beda  were  con- 
sidered a  menace.  Dredging  a  channel 
ior  a  certain  diatance  up  the  Arm  had 
been  advised,  and  he  thought  the  board 
might  Interest  Itgelf  In  the  aglUtlon 
tor  the  carrying  out  of  this  project. 

In  this  connection,  Mr.  A.  W.  Mc- 
Curtfy  directed  attention  to  the  fact 
that  on  Prince  Edward  Island  farmers 
added  materially  to  the  fertility  of 
their  soli  by  reclaiming  material  from 
the  harbor  bottoms.  The  decomposed 
lime  and  other  matter  to  be  found  on 
the  bottom  of  the  Victoria  Arm,  he 
suggested,  might  be  turned  Into  prac- 
tical use  when  removed  by  dredge  by 
selling  It  to  the  farmers  of  the .  dis- 
trict, who  might  thereby  add  to  the 
rlchneas  of  their  land. 

The  question  of  '  dredging  the  Arm 
will  be  considered  In  council  and  prob- 
ably referred  to  the  harbors  and  navi- 
gation committee.

Security  and  Profll 

It  u  our  firm  tonnetion 
tkat  a  Muhiai  0ndowmfmt 
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sity  of  establishing  new  industries  In 
Victoria.  Particularly  wa«  this  Im- 
portant In  connection  with  the  solution 
of  the  returned  soldiers  problem.  He 
urged  the  manufactures  oommlttee  to 
give  Its  attention  to  the  question  of 
Increasing  the  population  among  the  In- 
dustrial classes. 

After  referring  to  the  work  accom- 
plished lately  by  the  agricultural  food 
products  committee,  Mr.  Lugrln  called 
upon  Mr.  L.  A.  Walker,  one  of  Its 
prominent  members,  who  stated  that 
through  the  absence  of  Dr.  S.  F.  Tol- 
mle,  the  chairman,  the  preparation  of 
a  report  covering  the  proposed  estab- 
lishment of  a  marketing  bureau  bad 
been  delayed,  but  that  It  would  prob- 
ably be  ready   within  a  few  days. 

Regarding  the  etatua  of  the  Van- 
couver A  Nanalmo  Coal  Company,  al- 
leged to  be  controlled  by  German  cap- 
ital, Mr.  L.ugrln  reported  that  It  was 
now  In  the  handa  of  the  Secretary  of 
Rtate.  Mr.  B.  Boggs,  who  flrat  Intro- 
duced the  matter,  said  thnt  he  conald- 
ered  the  situation  now  aatlafactory,  as 
It  could  be  left  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  deal  with  the  company  in  the 
proper  manner. 

The  president  alleged  to  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Associated  Boards  of 
Trade  of  British  <Columbla,  and,  while 
It  was  not  the  Intention  of  the  local 
board  to  take  any  courae  that  might 
result  In  further  separating  Ita  Inter- 
ests from  those  of  the  Mainland  asso- 
ciation, considerable  opposition  had 
been  voiced  agalnnt  Victoria  Joining  the 
union  on  account  of  the  rtlfflculty  In 
attending  meetings  on  the  Mainland. 
After  some  dlscuaalon,  It  was  decided 
that  further  correspondence  from  the 
Associated  Boards  of  Trade  should  be 
awaited  before  action  waa   taken. 

Mr.  A.  Gonnason,  when  called  upon 
to  report  regarding  the  proposed  es- 
tablishment here  of  a  can  factory,  said 
that  the  manufactures  committee  had 
the  matter  In  hand,  had  collected  con- 
siderable data,  but  that  nothing  deflnlte 
bad  been  decided  upon.  He  said  that 
manufacturers  In  Victoria  needing  cans 
were  under  a  disadvantage  on  account 
of  the  necesalty  of  sendini?  away  for 
them,  thus  having  to  pay  heavy  freight 
charges. 

Town    Flaaalaf 

A  discussion  on  town  planning  arose 
from  the  mention  by  the  president  of 
the  recent  address,  held  under  Board 
of  Trade  auspices,  which  waa  given  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Adams,  advisor  to  the 
CommlsBlon  of  Conservation.  Mr.  Al- 
fred Carmichael  hoped  that  a  branch  of 
the  Civic  Improvement  League  would 
shortly  be  organized  here.  Country 
planning,  rather  than  town  plannltig, 
was  declared  to  be  most  necessary  In 
British  Columbia,  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Pauline. 

Mr.  Lugrln  stated  that  a  letter  had 
been  received  from  Mesarn.  R.  P. 
Rithet  A  Co.,  local  agents  for  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  Steamship  Company,  to  the 
effect  that  the  Board  of  Trade  would 
be  notified  as  soon  as  the  company 
decided  to  resume  Its  regular  call  at 
this  port.  It  having  been  eliminated  on 
account  of  the  recent  strikes,  the  end 
of  which  was  not  far  distant. 

Among  the  other  business  mentioned, 
which  has  already  been  explained  In 
these  columns  at  the  time  of  Us  trans- 
action, was  the  following;  Suggested 
changes  to  the  War  Relief  Act,  sug- 
gested appointment  of  masters-ln- 
chambers  at  Victoria  and  Vancouver, 
proposed  appointment  of  Canadian  cus- 
toms officer  at  New  York,  changes  In 
the  B.  C.  Electric  service  to  the  Saa- 
nlch  Peninsula,  reduction  of  water 
rates  to  manufacturers,  appointment  of 
steel  Industry  here,  proponed  delivery 
of  freight  In  cars  to  warehouses,  mod- 
eration of  P.  O.  K.  freight  rates,  sug- 
gested adoption  of  daylight  saving 
scheme,  representations  to  Lleut.-Col. 
Duff-Stuart,  D.O.C.,  regarding  Sidney 
Camp,   etc.

POULTRY  RAISING

Poultry  raising  Is  one  of  the  latest 
things  to  be  taketf  up  by  the  returned 
soldiers  at  the  convalescent  home  at 
Ksqulmalt.  On  the  Invitation  of  Mr. 
Kyle,  vocational  officer,  mlllUry  hos- 
pltsls  committee,  Ottawa,  one  of  the 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Livestock 
Branch,  Department  of  Agriculture, 
gave  an  Illustrated  lecture  on  poultry 
raising  at  the  convalescent  home,  on 
Monday  last.  The  returned  soldiers  are 
evidently  taking  a  great  Interest  In  this 
new  departure,  and  the  training  and  In- 
struction they  will  receive  under  the 
expert  men  from  the  department  will 
undoubtedly  stand  many  of  them  in 
good  stead  when  they  are  strong  enough 
to  go  on  the  land. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  lecture,  a 
poultry  club  was  formed,  and  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  meetings  to  be 
held  every  two  weeks.  These  meetings 
win  Include  lectures  and  also  visits  to 
iTiany  of  the  poultry  ranches  In  the  vi- 
cinity of  Victoria. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  LtTS- 
stock  Branch,  a  poultry  house  has  been 
built  by  the  soldiers,  and  the  fowls  will 
be  Installed  In  the  very  near  future. 
All  the  work  of  raising  poultry  for  use 
In  the  hospital  will  be  handled  by  the 
members  of  the  new  poultry  club,  who 
win  sell  their  produce,  the  profits  go- 
ing towards  increasing  the  atock.  and 
other  Improvements.  Any  surplus 
profits  will  be  tumsd  ovar  to  ths 
anaibsri  of  the  eluK 

rattanlng  crataa  are  now  under  con- 
struction, and  will  soon  be  occupied  by 
fowls  that  win  later  adorn  the  tabl«« 
0/  the  hospital.  It  Is  possible  that 
other  InstnieUonal  work  relating  to 
agricultural  mattera  will  later  be  taksn 
up   by  tha  dapartmant.

SERBLiNS  ENTERTM 


Members  of  No.  5  General 
Hospital  Giver.  Enjoyable 
Time  by  Allies  in  Their 
Camp  Near  Salonica. 


Officers  of  No.  (  General  Hospital,  • 
British  Columbia  unit  mobilized  In  Vic- 
toria, were  entertained  recently  by  the 
Serbians  who  have  been  encamped  near 
them  at  Salonica,  according  to  the  first 
Issue  of  The  Blister,  the  hospital's  of- 
ficial organ,  which  has  just  reached 
Vlotorla. 

An  account  of  the  event  follows: 

"One  of  the  most  delightful  events 
In  which  the  officers  snd  nursing  sisters 
have  participated  was  a  dinner  given 
recently  by  Col.  DJonkttch,  of  the  Ser- 
bian artillery.  The  affair  waa  sup- 
posedly Informal,  but  considering  that 
the  courses  lasted  approximately  three 
hours  and  that  a  band,  as  well  as  vocal 
and  violin  music,  was  provided  to  add 
to  the  enjoyment  of  the  guests,  one 
wonders  what  would  have  occurred  had 
It  been  a  formal  affair. 

"The  reception  of  the  guests  was  Im- 
posing. Over  one  hundred  officers  of 
different  ranks  were  drawn  up  In  lines 
In  front  of  the  mess  tent.  On  de- 
scending from  the  car  the  members  of 
the  party  were  Introduced  to  the  of- 
ficers, most  of  whom  could  speak  French 
and  some  few  English.  The  tent  was 
beautifully  decorated  for  the  occasion 
with  flags  of  the  Allies  suspended  from 
the  roof  and  smaller  flags  fastened  to 
the  draped    poles. 

Weatly-Wrltea    Mean 

"It  was  a  feast  of  surprises,  not  the 
least  of  which  was  to  And  a  neatly- 
written  bill  of  fare,  in  Kngllsh,  at  each 
place.  The  articles  of  food  were  taste- 
fully set  out  and  dellclously  palatable. 
The  Serbian  national  dance  was  per- 
formed by  several  hundreds  of  sol- 
diers. In  this  the  colonel  himself  joined 
to  the  Intense  delight  of  tiis  men.  Not 
to  be  outdone.  Major  Monro  and  Capt. 
Schlnbeln  essayed  the  rhythmic  steps, 
and  Anally  Capt.  Lindsay  was  prevailed 
upon   to  take  part. 

"Major  Procter  made  a  short  address. 
In  which  he  assured  the  officers  that 
nowhere  In  the  world  could  the  Serbians 
have  greater  admirers  and  firmer  sup- 
porters than  the  Canadians,  and  that 
Serbia  could  absolutely  rely  on  the  as- 
sistance of  Canada  to  the  last  whether 
the  war  ended  this  year  or  several  years 
hence.  The  speech  was  made  In  Kng- 
llsh, translated  Into  French  by  Capt. 
Lewin  and  Into  Serbian  by  the  colonel. 
Toasts  were  drunk  to  King  George  and 
the  King  of  Serbia. 

"In  drinking  royalties'  health  it  is 
the  custom  of  the  Serbians  to  drain 
the  glass  at  a  draught  and  then  turn 
It    upside   down.

A  Talented  Bone 

\mriT\x  the  thousands  of  nurses  who 
are  spending  these  years  of  the  war  In 
devoted  service  It  must  be  difficult  to 
choose.  The  Lady's  Pictorial  publishes 
pictures  of  an  Interesting  group  In  Its 
Issue  of  July  1.  One  of  these  Is  Miss 
B.  Frome  Young,  who  Is  at  St.  Mary's 
Hoapltal,  Rorkhampton.  She  Is  one  of 
those  who  are  helping  the  men  there  to 
use  the  artlilclal  limbs  with  which  they 
have  been  fitted.  It  must  need  no  little 
strength  and  cheerfulness  to  help  the 
men    to    begin   a   new   Ufa 

Of  course,  the  teaching  of  trades  and 
occupations  Is  the  work  of  experts.  But 
nurses  sre  needed  for  the  fitting  of 
limbs  and  showing  the  patients  how  to 
make  the  first  use  of  them. 

MlHs  Young  worked  for  some  time  at 
St.  Dunstan's,  among  the  blind  soldiers. 
Except  the  saving  of  life  Itself,  there  is 
no  more  Important  work  to  be  done  at 
this  time  than  the  preparation  of  In- 
jured men  for  a  life  of  usefulness.  All 
who  engage  In  this  deserve  the  gratitude 
of  the  whole  nation. 


The  Women's  Part 

What  should  the  women  of  Canada 
do  to  prepare  for  the  home  coming  of 
the  men  who  have  gone  from  every 
corner  of  her  domain  at  the  call  of  the 
Motherland?  Perhaps  we  think  that 
all  we  can  do  Is  to  wait.  That  we 
must  do  whether  we  will  or  not.  The 
more  tender  and  loving  a  woman  Is  the 
harder   is    this    trial   of    her    faith. 

Yet  we  see  around  us  every  day  won- 
derful examples  of  strength  and  cour- 
age. In  this  Canadian  women  are 
worthy  of  the  men  who  are  absent  and 
true  to  the  traditions  of  the  races  from 
which  they  sprung.  But  waiting  alone 
Is  not  enough.  Throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  country  Its  women 
have  heeded  the  call  of  those  who 
bade  them  work  for  the  comfort  of  the 
fighting  meh  and  the  relief  of  the 
wounde^l.  There  are  many  women  who 
are  learning  to  know  each  other  better 
and  to  esteem  each  other  more  highly 
as  they  work  together  In  patriotic 
meetings. 

But  the  necessity  for  all  this  labor 
will  pass  away  with  the  war.  If  In 
doing  It  women  have  learned  by  co- 
operation to  bury  the  petty  jealousies, 
the  pride,  the  envy  and  distrust  that 
formerly  divided  them  they  will  have 
reason  to  look  back  upon  the  dreary 
winters  and  long  summers  with  thank- 
fulness. 

But,  even  In  wartime.  It  Is  only  the 
few  who  have  given  up  all  their  time 
to  knitting,  sewing  and  the  maKing  of 
garments  and  bandages.  Some  have 
not  found  opportunity  to  take  part  In 
such  public  wvrk.  Yet.  non»  the  less 
some  of  these  women  are  doing  their 
part.  There  are  families  which  have 
not  been  broken  up.  One  or  even  more 
may  have  gone,  but  the  housewife  still 
has  her  accustomed  duties  to  perform. 
She  may  be  able  to  spare  something 
for  the  funds  hut  of  personal  service 
she  can  give  llttlf.  Cooking,  cleaning, 
making,  mending  keep  her  occupied  all 
her  time.  If  her  children  are  well 
brought  up.  If  the  wage  earners  of  the 
family  are  kept  flt  and  well.  If  so  far 
as  lies  In  her  power  her  home  Is  filled 
with  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  good- 
will, this  busy  woman  Is  doing  much 
to  prepare  her  little  corner  of  Canada 
for  the  fuHire.  Between  the  woman 
who  gives  all  her  time  to  patriotic 
tasks  and  her  who  can  spare  none,  lie 
the  many  who  have  a  little  leisure.  It 
may  be  that  they  have  greater  capa- 
bilities. Without  neglecting  any  neces- 
sary task  at  home,  they  can  do  some- 
thing for  the  general  good.  If  a  choice 
must  be  made  between  making  a  happy 
home  and  any  other  work,  there  are 
few  of  the  soldiers  who  would  ask  for 
a  aacrlflce  on   their  behalf. 

But  such  a  choice-  is  seldom  neces- 
sary. It  is  not  the  duty  of  any  woman 
to  overwork  herself,  to  Injure  her 
health  so  that  she  will  not  be  fitted  to

give  her  household  the  best  that  la  In 
her. 

On  the  other  hand,  any  women  who 
In  this  time  of  trouble  are  devoting 
themselves  to  Idle  pleasures  will  not 
And  It  easy  to  satisfy  their  own  con- 
science to  say  nothing  of  the  war- 
worn men  when  they  return.  Such 
recreation  as  is  necessary  to  health  all 
women  should  take.  We  will  need  In 
the  future  sane  minds  and  strong 
bodies.  Pleasures  which  not  only  waste 
time  but  weaken  the  nerves  and  de- 
stroy bodily  health  should  be  shunned 
by  Canadian  women  at  least  till  the 
war   Is    over. 

While  we  are  working  we  should  be 
thinking.  There  are  many  who  before 
enllstipent  began  felt  the  pinch  of  pov- 
erty. If  their  husbands  come  back 
after  the  war  will  they  And  that  their 
homes  are  more  comfortable  than  when 
"they  left?  Will  they  meet ^wlves  who 
are  ready  to  go  with  them  wherever 
work  Is  to  be  found?  To  save.  If  that 
Is  possible,  to  expend  money  with  fore- 
sight and  prudence,  are  among  the 
ways   to  prepare   for   the  future. 

The  number  of  young  wives  between 
the  Atlantic  and  the  PaclAc  Is  not  in- 
considerable for  Canada  has  had  Its 
share  of  war-weddings.  WlU  these 
brides  make  more  efficient  housewives 
because  they  have  had  unaccustomed 
leisure  to  prepare  for  the  future?  The 
future  prosperity  of  their  husbands, 
the  happiness  of  their  children  depends 
In  no  small  degree  on  the  use  which 
they  have  made  of  their  time  of  wait- 
ing. 

It  is  well  that  statesmen  and  think- 
ers should  make  plans  for  the  future. 
The  men  at  the  front  deserve  that  their 
welfare  should  be  the  concern  of  those 
men  to  whom  public  affairs  have  been 
entrusted.  But  more  important  than 
any  plan  that  can  be  carried  out  is  it 
that  Canadian  wives  and  mothers, 
sweethearts  and  sisters  should  keep 
homes  ready  for  the  men  who  return 
and  prepare  themselves  to  face  the 
future  with  courage.  Intelligence  and 
resolution.  A  brave,  good  woman  can 
help  a  man  to  do  most  things  of  which 
he  Is  capable.

"How  did  Mr.  Brewater  help  in  pass- 
IHinhat  lawT  He  ^Id  It  by  trying  to 
force  the  diaaolution  of  the  House  on 
March  14.  If  be  had  been  succeasful 
In  that,  there  would  have  been  no  Com- 
penaation /ct,  as  well  aa  several  other 
acta  of  great  importance  to  you  all. 

"Mr.  Brewater  waa  willing  to  eacri- 
flca  anything  In  order  to  get  political 
advantage.  If  he  had  honeatly  wanted 
you  to  have  that  act,  he  would  have 
permitted  tha  cxtenalon  of  tho  Ufa  of 
Parliament.  But  be  did  not  have  the 
Intereata  of  the  country  at  heart.  It 
haa  been  suggaated  that  he  is  stand- 
ing In  with  tba  accident  insurance  com- 
panies, who  fought  us  to  the  last  ditch. 
It  may  be  that  thia  auggeation  ia  right, 
so  that  for  political  purposes,  or  to 
serve  some  nefarious  acheme.  he  ob- 
atructed  the  extension  of  the  life  of 
Parliament."

This  will  certainly  be  one  of  our 
greateat  future  problems  next  to  fln- 
Ishlng  the  war  aucceesfully.  May  I 
euggeat  not  only  in  eatabliahing  new 
factories  thle  object  may  be  advanced, 
but  also  by  financially  assisting  eelab- 
liabed  industrial  concerns,  which  are 
hampered  by  lack  of  funds,  still  show- 
ing aufllclent  enterpriae  to  keep  things 
going  during   a   very   strenuous   period. 

We  have  very  few  industries  here 
which  have  benefited  to  any  great  ex- 
tent from  war  orders,  but  in  Eastern 
Canada  things  are  different. 

Now,  could  not  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment at  the  present  time  come  to 
some  arrangement  with  thoae  different 
concerns  to  have  their  factorlee,  after 
tho  war,  gradually  converted  into  other 
purposes  In  order  to  And  employment 
for  a  certain  amount  of  returning  sol- 
dlera  who  might  prefer  Industrial  oc- 
cupations instead  of  eettling  on  the 
land? 

I  only  wish  to  Indicate  the  bare  out- 
line of  a  echeme  which,  if  successful, 
would  not  only  aaalat  the  aoldiera  but 
alao  benefit  Canada.  In  the  Old  Coun- 
try, where  the  Government  has  erect- 
ed many  ammunition  factories,  tho  at- 
tempt could  be  made  even  on  a  larger 
scale.

papers.  Thia  haa  been  my  rule.  I  am 
compelled  to  admit  that  the  writer  uf 
many  articles  contained  In  the  paper 
certainly  ahows  personal,  vindictive  and 
unfair  criticism,  the  entire  oppoalte  to 
what  ahould  be  the  expressions  of  a 
public  paper. 

It  would  generally  appear  from  the 
articles  that  through  the  actions  of  one 
man.  Premier  Bowaer,  the  Province 
would  eventually  be  ruined,  and  that 
any  man  who  belonged  to  the  Conaer- 
vativb  party,  however  honest,  presum- 
ing he  believed  the  truth  of  the  state- 
menta,  must,  of  necessity,  throw  over 
his  allegiance  to  that  party  and  take 
over  the  Liberal  party,  because  only 
within  their  ranks  honesty  and  purity 
can  be  found.  To  listen  to  the  remarkn 
of  the  Liberal  candidatea  one  really 
would  expect  to  see  the  wings  of  angcU 
sprouting  out  of  their  shoulders,  and, 
on  every  avowed  Coneervatlve,  horns 
were  becoming  prominent.  I  do  not 
believe  that  good  government  can  be 
carried  into  effect  unless  there  is  an  op- 
position, but  If  the  methods  adopted. — 
and  I  have  carefully  followed  them — by 
the  Liberal  Oppoaltlon  and  "mixed" 
membera  during  the  last  sesaiona 
ahot^  be  the  general  rule,  then,  with 
an  Increased  opposition  of  this  type, 
we  can  never  have  a  business  govern- 
ment.

elected  so  ma^y  times.  Would  the 
writer  of  "The  Black  Flag"  dare  to  In- 
sinuate that  "Aleck"  Utewart.  during 
the  morning  In  the  City  Hall,  could  a^ 
the  aame  par^of  honesty  to  the  people, 
then  pass  over  to  the  Oovemment  Bulld-

come. In  one  hour,  dishonest  to  the 
people  ? 

If  the  Bowser  Oovernoient  were  a  den 
of  thieves,  is  there  a  man  In  the  City

clean  It  up,  or  are  they  90  vlcloua  and 
vindictive  aa  to  believe,  like  the 
writer  of  "The  Blafik  Flag,"  that  "Al- 
eck" Is  not  a  "man."  1  have  known 
Aleck  Stewart  for  four  years:  I  have 
had  occaalon  to  cross  swords  with  him;

Wreek  Commissioner  for  British  Co- 
lumbia, prealded  over  the  Marine  Court 
at  that  time  and  waa  aaaieted  by  Capt 
Robineon  Rldlay  and  Capt.  Henry  Par- 
aoas,  aaoeoaore.  tha  slst  of  their  rulinc 
belnf  that. "the  court  has  no  hesita- 
tion in  aaylns  that  tha  strandln*  of  the 
Kenkon  Maru  No.  S  waa  due  to  the  ac- 
tion of  bar  ^lot.

Oave  Vetlee  ef  Appeal 

Pollowinc  tha  announcement  of  the 
court'e  doclelon  fn  the  matter,  counsel 
for  Pilot  J.  E.  Butler  gave  notice  of 
appeal  from  the  nndlnc.  The  court 
atated.  in  aummlnc  up  the  evidence, 
that  ao  far  aa  tha  captain,  olHcers  and 
craw  were  concerned,  their  testimony 
'wae  of  a  clear  and  convincing  nature, 
and  expressed  regret  that  the  reverse 
was  the  oaae  as  far  as  tha  only  Brl- 
tlsh  witnese  exemlned  was  concerned. 
It  said:  'O'ha  court  regrets  to  say  that 
rarely  has  It  heard  evidence  of  a  more 
evaaira  aad  contradictory  nature.  Mr. 
Jamee  Bdgar  Butler's  evidence  was  evi- 
dently given  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
misleading  and  deceiving  the  court  as 
much  as  poaalble  as  to  what  really 
were  the  causes  which  led  to  the 
stranding.  It  waa  succeaaful,  to  a 
great  extent,  but  as  Is  ganerally  the 
case  in  evidence  of  this  character,  ite 
evasive  natur*  was  eventually  Its  own 
undoing." 

The  court  exonerated  the  officers  and 
crew  of  the  ship  and  expressed  doubt 
ae  to  tha  evidence  given  by  the  pilot 
In  regard  to  the  course  he  claimed  to 
Ba-ve  steered  after  leaving  anchorage 
off  Birch  Point,  and  expressed  Us  opin- 
ion as  to  what  course  he  really  did 
eteer.

WILL  NOT  PASS  BILL 
AT  THIS  SESSION 


U.S.  Measure  Designed  to  Com- 
pel Shipment  of  Fish  Caught 
In  North  Pacific  'through 
Ketchikan  Halted  by  England 


WA8MINOTON,  July  21.— Because  of 
the  protest  of  the  British  Government 
no  effort  will  be  made  at  this  aessloa 
to  pass  the  law  tor  the  protection  of 
the  Alaska  halibut  fishermen.  After 
conferences  t>etweaa  the  officials  of 
the  Department  of  Commoroe,  State  and 
Treaaury,  a  proposed  bill  was  drafted 
providing  that  no  fresh  or  frozen  sal- 
mon or  halibut  caught  In  Alaskan 
watererihould  be  admitted  to  the  Unit- 
ed Statea  from  a  foreign  country  ex- 
copt  In  bond  from  the  l/nlted  SUtea 
port. 

The  effect  of  this  proposed  law  would 
hava  bean  to  send  all  the  saUnon  and 
halibut  to  Ketchikan,  Alaska,  Intended 
for  tranaportatlon  to  Eastern  destina- 
tions over  the  Qrand  Trunk  Pacific  to 
destinations  In  the  Eastern  part  of  the 
United  States.  It  would  have  been  neo- 
essary  to  send  the  fish  by  boat  from 
Ketchikan  to  Prince  Rupert,  the  West- 
ern terminal  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pa- 
cific. 

Chairman  Kltohin,  of  the  House  ways 
and  means  committee,  was  prepared  to 
report  the  bill  favorably  when  Sir  Cecil 
Spring  Rloe.  the  British  Ambassador, 
proteeted  against  tha  enaotment  of  this 
law  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  a 
discrimination  agalnet  Canada.  Imme- 
diately tha  State  Department  asked  Mr 
Kltchin  not  to  press  the  bill,  and  It 
has  been  laid  aside  for  this  seeslon 
pending  the  outcome  of  the  "diplomatic 
exchanges. 

OfBclals  of  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce have  bean  forced  to  acquiesce  in 
the  State  Department's  request  but 
they  Insist  that  the  law  should  ba  en- 
acted Immediately  In  order  that  the 
fishery  Interests  of  the  North  P%einc 
may  be  protected  and  the  business  kept 
la  controlaof  the  United  SUtea

That 
department  waa  moved  largely  by  rep- 
resentations made  by  H.  Q.  Strong,  of 
Ketchikan,  who  has  been  hare  soma 
months  looking  after  the  matter. 

Tha  bill  provided  that  from  ninety 
days  after  the  passage  of  the  aet^  no 
freeh  or  frozen  halibut  or  eaimon 
from  the  North  Paclflc  shall  Im  ad- 
mitted Into  the  United  States  through 
any  foreign  country  except  when  in 
bond  from  an  American  port. 

Thia,  it  waa  expected,  would  move 
back  to  American  ports  tha  handling 
of   fish    to    the   annual    value   of  about

Some  Gains  Made  by  Special 
Stocl<s,  Mainly  \Munitions 
and  Industrial  Groups  — 
Railway  Shares  Inactive. 


NEW  YORK.  July  Jl.— m  Its  chief 
etsentials  today's  market  waa  largely  a 
repetition  of  the  aeealons  ImmedUtely 
preceding.  Special  atocka,  nuinly  In 
munitions,  Industrial  eauiproenta  and 
motors,  were  elevkted  to  variably  higher 
levels,  partly  as  a  reeult  of  activity  by 
the  pools  and  cliques,  and  metals  re- 
sponded to  more  favorable  news  regard- 
ing foreiin  trade  conditions. 

The  oaly  striking,  exception  to  loday'a 
irregular  trend  wae  offered  by  shipping 
shares.  Marines  galaed  much  of  the 
loss  which  followed  the  announcement 
of  the  heavy  British  war  titx,  wUh 
further  activity  in  United  Prult  and  At- 
lantic Gulf  and  Wast  Indite  Rails 
once  more  moved  contrary  to  the  gyi- 
eral  trand,  ruling  Inactive  ami  moefiy^ 
heavy.  Suggeatlona  of  additional  for- 
eign liquidation  In  these  issuea,  inspired

cent  higher  than   that  to  which  excep- 
tion now  was  taken. 

Mr.  Maclean  admitted  that,  with  re- 
spect to  Mrs.  Lovell's  realty,  the  city 
had  compiled  with  two  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  recent  sUtutory  amend- 
ment,  namely,  that  there  had  been  an 
aggregate  reduction  in  the  assessment 
of  ten  per  cent,  and  that  there  had 
been  a  reduction  of  ten  per  cent  in  the 
valuation  of  the  land  in  question.  Ho 
affirmed,  however,  that  the  third  sub- 
section setting  out  that  the  assessment 
must  be  fair  and' equitable  In  compari- 
son with  property  of  the  same  class 
had  not  been  met.  In  support  of  this, 
he  pointed  to  the  corner  of  Fort  and 
Cook  streets,  in  which  there  had  been  a 
reduction  of  about  nfty  per  cent  in 
taxation  over  the  valuation  of  1914, 
while  the  fall  In  the  estimated  value  of 
his  client's  property  totalled  a  percent- 
age of  Z9  and  a  fraction. 

Answering  this  argument.  Mr.  R.  w. 
Hannlngton.  city  soUcltor.  aatd  that 
the  basis  of  oomifarlson  was  not 
property  two  blocks  away,  but  the  same 
sise  lots  on  the  opposite  corner.  This 
he  stated,  could  be  said  rightly  to  bo 
in  the  same  class  and  it  was  In  exactly 
the  same  posUlon  as  that  of  Mrs.  Lov- 
el's  with   respect  to  assessment. 

Messrs.  H.  M.  Fullerton  and  J.  Law- 
son  were  called  to  the  stand  by  Mr.
